The outstanding feature of the regular meeting 
of The Bronx Board of Trade on Wednesday evening, 
April 25th, was the raising, within a period of but 
a few minutes, of the sum of $5,000 for the purpose 
of purchasing a bas-relief map of The Bronx, 12 feet 
by 12 feet in size, to be the property of the Board 
of Trade, and to be loaned to the Borough authorities 
as the principal exhibit for the Borough of The 
Bronx at the Exposition which is to be an important 
part of the City’s celebration of its 25th Anniversary 
in the latter part of this month. 


The decision to raise this money followed a short 
talk by Hon. Josiah H. Fitch, Borough Engineer, 
who outlined the kind of exhibits the Borough Presi- 
dent is trying to secure for The Bronx. 


Following Mr. Fitch’s address, Mr. Frederick A. 
Wurzbach, First Vice-President, took the floor, and 
urged that the money to buy the map exhibit be 
raised at the meeting forthwith. 


He offered to start the ball a-rolling with a $500. 
contribution, provided some other member would 
match it, which chalienge was promptly accepted by 
Mr. John M. Haffen. 


The first $1,000 having been raised in such a short 
space of time, Mr. Wurzbach went after the balance, 
and secured the following contributions: Olin J. 
Stephens, $250; John O’Leary, $250; Siebrand H. 
Niewenhous, $250; Jacob Selig, $125; Maurice Muller, 
$125; August F. Schwarzler, $150; William A. Coke- 
ley, $100; Albert J. Schwarzler, $50; John Kadel, 
$100; Herman Acker, $100; Charles Schneider, $100; 
Albert Goldman, $100; Robert J. Moorehead, $100; 
Louis H. Werner, $100; Eugene H. Rosenquest, $100 ; 
J. Harris Jones, $100; Michael J, Counes, $50; Michi- 
gan Furniture Co., $50; William I. Brown, $50; 
Twenty-third Ward Bank, $50; Dollar Savings Bank, 
$50; Dr. William Meddaugh Dunning, $50; William 
J. Flynn, $50; Josiah H. Fitch, $50; and Louis Cas- 
tagnetta, $25,—a grand total of $3,525. 


At this point, Mr. John M. Haffen arose and 
stated that, in view of the fact that this is such an 
important exhibit, and also in view of the fact that 
this most remarkable map will be returned to 
the Board of Trade when the Hxposition closes, he

the sum pledged by other Board of Trade members 
and the $5,000 cost of the exhibit. 


Needless to say, this fine display of Community 
pride was appropriately recognized.

HUNTER COLLEGE URGED TO

Mr. George A. Price reported at the April Board

At the April’ Meeting of The Bronx Board of

A recent Bulletin of the New York Tuberculosis 
Association contains an article on ‘Leading Causes 
of Death in New York’, which states, concerning 
The Bronx: 

In the Borough of the Bronx an interesting 
and marked Jower mortality is noted from practi- 
cally all the important causes. In 1922, the gen- 
eral death rate per thousand of the Bronx was 
only 9.33, when that of the entire city was 11.98, 

a ditference in favor of the Bronx, therefore, 

of 22 per cent. 

The leading causes of death in the Bronx, 
as in the remainder of New York, are in the 
following order: First, organic heart disease; 
second, labor and broncho-pneumania; third, 
cancer; fourth, tuberculosis; fifth, Bright’s dis- 
ease and nephritis; sixth, congenital debility and 
malformations.

Bronx was 16 per cent less than that of the 
entire city; cancer, 7 per cent less; heart dis- 
eases, 24 per cent less; the pneumonias, 22 per 
cent less; Bright’s disease, and nephritis, 24 per 
cent less; congenital debility and malformations, 
25 per cent less.

The Bronx Board of Trade and the Bronx County 
Medical Society co-operated in carrying on the suc- 
cessful campaign for this Hospital, which culminated 
on January 21st, 1921, in the Board of Estimate 
voting unanimously an appropriation of $2,500,000 
therefor. 


The Board of Trade and Medical Society then 
appointed Special Committees to keep closely in 
touch with developments relative to selecting a site, 
preparing plans, ete., with the result that Commis- 
sioner Coler, appreciating the co-operation of these 
groups, appointed an Advisory Committee made up 
of representatives of each to consult with him and 
the architect concerning the design, equipment, etce., 
of the proposed building. 

Early in April, the preliminary plans were sub- 
mitted by the architect to this Advisory Committee, 
and, following this, the final plans were got under 
way.

CENSUS ESTIMATES MAKE 
THE BRONX SIXTH CITY 


The present estimated population of The Bronx, 
according to the best information available to The 
Bronx Board of Trade is between 850,000 and 900,000, 


The Federal Census Bureau, in its estimates of 
the probable populations of the country’s leading 
cities, as of July 1st, 1923, estimates based upon past 
growth percentages, announces the following popula- 
tion figures: New York, 5,927,625 ; Chicago, 2,886,121 ; 
Philadelphia, 1,922,78%; Detroit, 995,668; Cleveland. 
888.519; St. Louis, 808,853; Baltimore, 773,850 Bos- 
ton, 770,400. 


Considering these estimated populations in rela- 
tion to the estimated present-day population of The 
Bronx, this Borough would be entitled to the rank 
of sixth largest city in the United States, if it were 
a separate city instead of being a part of the Greater 
City of New York. 

This means that, since 1920, when the Federal 
Census Enumeration gave The Bronx ninth rank, 
the population increase in The Bronx has caused it 
to outrank St. Louis, Boston and Baltimore, and 
brought it very close to Cleveland. 

In the opinion of The Bronx Board of Trade, 
therefore, residents of The Bronx now are perfectly 
justified in considering themselves residents of “The 
Nation’s Sixth City”. 


CITY MUST DECIDE HIGH BRIDGE 
FATE BY JUNE 15th 


Lieut. Col. J. R. Slattery, of the U. S. Engineer 
Corps, in charge of waterways improvements for 
the War Department in this District, is pushing the 
Board of Estimate relative to High Bridge, and has 
notified the City Administration that the money 
appropriated for the improvement of the Harlem 
River will be diverted elsewhere, unless the City 
acts promptly relative to High Bridge, altering it 
as directed by the War Department, or removing it 
entirely. The Bronx Board of Trade is for the 
removal of the structure, which menaces navigation 
on that important waterway and which has for years 
retarded its development. 

The Board of Estimate at its meeting on Friday, 
May 18th, directed Commissioner Whalen to present 
a report for his Department relative to possible 
alteration, ete., by June 15th, and instructed him to 
proceed without consideration of outside interests, 
so that the City may promptly advise the War Depart- 
ment of its decision in the matter. 

President Hulbert, of the Board of Aldermen, 
said he understood Commissioner Whalen was pre- 
pared to again recommend that the bridge come down. 
Such 2a recommendation was made some time ago, 
but later an effort was started by several engineering 
and civic organizations to have the structure pre- 
served by remodelling it in a way to remove the 
obstructing piers. 

Officials of the War Department say the estimates 
for river and harbor improvements for 1924 and 1925 
are now being prepared and they are anxious to 
prevent the money needed for the improvement of 
the Harlem River being diverted because of the 
failure of the City to decide about the High Bridge 
obstruction. 

“The City will not employ any big engineers for 
the reconstruction of the bridge,” said Mayor Hylan, 
hitting the private engineers, who have urged the 
retention of the structure. “There are not many 
engineers who would go out and get contributions 
of $10,060, $20,000 or $70,000 to keep the bridge 
where it is.” 


“BOROUGH DAY” 


Outlining the activities for the “BOROUGH DAY” 
Committee at the May Meeting of the Board, Presi- 
dent Albert Goldman, Chairman of the General Com- 
mittee, appointed by Borough President Bruckner to 
arrange for this year’s celebration of the Borough’s 
progress, on Saturday, June 9th, reported that the 
parade which will be a distinctive feature of this 
year’s celebration will be the greatest, in the number 
participating, and in other features, that has ever 
been held. 

Officers, Directors, and Members of The Bronx 
Board of Trade, are, as usual, prominent in the pro- 
motion of “BOROUGH DAY”. 


BRONX RIVER IMPROVEMENT 


The Bronx Board of Trade has requested of the 
Sinking Fund Commission that the title to the up- 
lands taken for the improvement of the Bronx River 
between Westchester Avenue and West Farms be 
transferred to the Federal Government at the earliest 
possible date, in order that improvement of the 
waterway may proceed without avoidable interruption. 
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BOARD OF EDUCATION IS 
DENIED CONCOURSE SITE 


At the meeting of the Sinking Fund Commission 


on Thursday, May 10th, following arguments pro- 
sented by Borough President Henry Bruckner and 


Comptroller Charles L. Craig, the Commission denicd 
the request of the Board of Education for the trans- 
fer of City-owned property at 164th Street and the 
Grand Concourse to it as a site for a High School, 
and referred the entire matter back to the Board 0. 
Education. 


Borough President Bruckner pointed out that the 
site was undesirable for many reasons, including 
its nearness to the Yankee Stadium, to the hotel now 
under construction and others contemplated in the 
same vicinity, and principally because of the great 
automobile traffic on the Concourse, which would 
endanger the lives of those attending any High School 
that might be erected on this property. 

Comptroller Craig pointed out the legal barriers 
that existed, raising the point that the Sinking Fund 
Commission was without power to make the transfer 
requested, on account of the fact that the property 
had been condemned and the property owners assessed 
for the condemnation of this property as an approach 
to the Concourse. 


He also pointed out that the location was ill- 
suited for use for High School purposes in any event, 
even should there be no legal barriers to the pro- 
posed transfer. 


While The Bronx Board of Trade had not taken 
any action officially opposing the transfer of the 
Concourse property as requested, the Committee on 
Grand Concourse of the Board of Trade, and the 
Civic Bureau of the Board both had made recom- 
mendations against the proposed transfer, and the 
Sinking Fund Commission had before it a letter from 
the Board of Trade asking that it defer final action 
on the Board of Education’s request until the Board 
of Trade had had an opportunity to make a recom- 
mendation thereon. 


The Civic: Bureau held several conferences with 
representatives of the Board of Edueation, and at 
its meetings there was considerable discussion of this 
particular site, with the consensus of opinion in oppo- 
sition to the choice. Also, the Bureau has offered 
its co-operation to the Board of Education on the 
question of selecting an alternate site. 


The Board has urged the Board of Education to 
construct a High School on the Jerome Park Reservoir 
Tract, at the earliest possible date, and that it 
secure another site for the Theodore Roosevelt High 
School as soon as possible. 


The Board also has recommended to the Board 
of Education, that, as a general proposition, no sites 
be selected for school purposes on congested thorough- 
fares, but that every effort be made to secure space 
adjacent to park areas. 


BOARD WILL OPPOSE NAME 
CHANGE FOR CONCOURSE 


The Bronx Board of Trade will oppose vigorously 
any proposition to change the name of the Grand 
Boulevard and Concourse. 


NECESSITY FOR CONTINUED 
AID FOR NEAR EAST RELIEF 


Introduced by President Albert Goldman as “one 
who has seen and is therefore enabled to tell of 
conditions at first hand’, Rey. Alexander Lyons, 
Ph. D., Rabbi of the Eighth Avenue Temple, Brook- 
lyn, made a strong plea at the May meeting of The 
Bronx Board of Trade, held Wednesday evening, 
May 23rd, for continued support for the activities 
of the Near East Relief in Turkey, Syria, Palestine, 
Armenia, Anatolia, Georgia, and the other countries 
in that territory referred to as “the Near East”. 

“There is not a charity in the World’, he said, 
“more beautiful, more beneficent, or more necessary 
than this. Hundreds of thousands of men, women

Under Care of Near Hast Relief 
and children have been made literally homeless for 
years, through the atrocities of the Turks, in their 
desire for domination, and great numbers of these 
have received aid and are continuing to receive aid 
from this great Christian organization. 

“America is the only hope of these countless thou- 
sands of human beings,—for food, clothing, medi- 
cines, and other necessities of life, they must depend 
upon the generosity of America.” 

Dr. Lyons’ talk was followed by moving pictures 
in which the activities of the Near East Relief were 
graphically demonstrated. 

Perhaps the most striking part of the film was 
that part showing one group of 17,000 children at 
an Orphanage at Alexandropol, where they are housed 
in barracks that formerly belonged to the Czar. It 
is the largest Orphanage in the World. 

Nothing could more fittingly illustrate the 
need for this welfare work than the sight of some 
of the children applying for help, garbed in filthy 
rags and suffering from all manner of diseases brought 
on by malnutrition and lack of sanitation. 

In accordance with the promise made in the call 
for the Board of Trade meeting, no contributions 
were taken up at the meeting, but those who attended 
received literature and were informed that if they 
desired to support the activities of the Near Kast 
Relief, contributions would be most acceptable and 
could be mailed to the Near East Relief Headquar- 
ters at 151 Fifth Avenue.

STATE CORPORATIONS TAXABLE 


UNDER ARTICLE 9A, REVISION OF NEW 
YORK STATE FRANCHISE TAX RETURNS 


A very large’ number of corporations have, within 
the last three months, received notice of readjustment 
of their return, which has resulted in a tax being 
assessed greater than that computed by them. In 
this connection it may be stated that the Tax Com- 
mission has been making an examination of the 
reports of a large number of corporations and, where 
it has appeared that the overhead is out of line with 
the entire net income and with the amount of the 
invested capital, a revision of the return has been 
made so as to bring it down to what appears to be 
a normal amount. 


To gain relief, the aggrieved taxpayer should file 
an application for revision with the State Tax Com- 
mission not later than one year from the time any 
such corporation account has been audited and stated. 
The Commission will grant a hearing thereon, and 
if it shall be made to appear upon any such hearing 
by evidence submitted to it or otherwise, that any 
such account included taxes and other charges which 
could not have been lawfully demanded, or that 
payment has been illegally made or exacted of any 
such account, or if it appears that the tax as orig- 
inally assessed was less than should have been ex- 
acted, the Commission will resettle the same according 
to law and the facts by increasing or diminishing 
the taxes and other charges, and adjust the accounts 
(for taxes) accordingly, and will, in its discretion, 
modify the penalty imposed for failure to report as 
provided in this article. Subsequently, the Commis- 
sion will send notice of its determination thereon 
to the corporation forthwith.

STATE BARGE CANAL 
NOW IN OPERATION 


The New York State Barge Canal, of which there 
is .a modern and: excellently-equipped Terminal in 
The Bronx, at East 138th Street and Harlem River, 
the Mott Haven Terminal, opened for the 1928 season 
on May 7th.

BOARD REPRESENTED AT BIG 
MANUFACTURERS’ MEETING 


The Bronx Board of Trade was represented by 
Mr. J. Stewart Wilson, Manager, Industrial Bureau, 
at the Annual Convention of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, held at the Waldorf-Astoria during 
the week of May 14th. 


The Convention was attended by about 400 dele- 
gates, representing manufacturing establishments 
throughout the nation.

While The Bronx Board of Trade believed, and 
still believes, that the best method of solving the 
High Bridge problem would be the entire removal 
of the structure, nevertheless the primary objective, 
the removal of the piers in the waterway, has been 
gained, and to the Board of Trade, which carried 
on the fight ceaselessly, (and single-handed for sev- 
eral years), belongs the credit for a well-earned 
victory.

RELIEF MAP OF THE BRONX 
IN BOARD OF TRADE ROOMS

It has been a bitter battle,—but the victory is 
all the sweeter. 


STATE, CITY, AND BOROUGH 
UNITED ON BRONX KILLS 
IMPROVEMENT NEED 


The Board of Engineers for Rivers and Harbors, 
U. S. A., held a hearing at Washington, D. C., on 
June 27th, relative to the improvement of The Bronx 
(Harlem) Kills, at which the State of New York, 
City of New York, Borough of The Bronx, and The 
Bronx Board of Trade, and other organizations, 
appeared as a unit, through spokesmen, in favor of 
the immediate improvement of this waterway. 


The State was represented by Hon. Edward S8. 
Walsh, Superintendent of Public Works; the City by 
Hon. Arthur S. Tuttle, Chief Engineer of the Board of 
Estimate, and Hon. T. F. Keller, Chief Engineer of 
the Department of Docks; the Borough, by Hon. 
Louis F. Haffen, Consulting Engineer; and The 
Bronx Board of Trade by Mr. Alexander Haring, 
Chairman, Traffic and Waterways Bureau. The 
National Rivers and Harbors Congress was repre- 
sented by its Secretary, Mr. S. A. Thompson; the 
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Queens Chamber of Commerce, by Mr. P. W. Moore, 
Trafic manager. 

The purpose of the hearing was to consider an 
appeal from an unfavorable notice which had been 
previously issued, concerning the proposed improve- 
ment of the Kills, recommending “that the improve- 
ment be deferred until such time as the traflic that 
might be expected to use the improved waterway 
might warrant the large expenditure for the work.” 

The Board of Engineers was inclined to take the 
view that the cost of dredging The Bronx Kills 
would be out of all proportion to the benefit derived 
by the traffic, in fact it doubted that much traffic 
existed that would use the Kills. Every speaker 
endeavored to show that the traffic would come fast 
enough, once the improvement was made. There 
were no arguments in opposition. 

Barges traversing the Harlem and destined for 
points on Long Island Sound: now must pass south 
of Ward’s and Randali’s Islands, thence northeast 
through Hell Gate. The danger of this route was 
stressed, as well as the freedom from it if The 
Bronx Kills were improved. The saving in distance 
and time, if the shorter route through the Kills 
could be navigated, was made clear. 

Mr. Haring also pointed out and emphasized the 


decrease in marine insurance rates that would follow 
if the safer route through the Kills were made avail- 
able. 

No decision has as yet been rendered by the 
Board of Engineers, but it is hoped that the forceful 
addresses, reinforced by many more carefully written 
briefs, will turn their judgment favorably toward 
the improvement. 


Among the organizations recorded favorably by 
letter or by brief were: New York State Waterways 
Association, New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, and Harlem Board of Commerce. 


The improvement of The Bronx (Harlem) Kills, 
as has been pointed out repeatedly during the past 
25 years by The Bronx Board of Trade, is of the 
utmost importance to the Borough of The Bronx 
and its future development. 


The contention of The Bronx Board of Trade is 
that The Bronx (Harlem) Kills must be considered 
as the natural connecting link between the Harlem 
River and the East River, since it is the most direct 
route from the Harlem into the East River and 
skirts the southern shore of The Bronx. 


In the brief filed by The Bronx Board of Trade, 
these points are fully and conclusively developed. 


“Concourse Plaza” Bronx’s Highest-

Hach apartment, including the two-room apart- 
ments, will have full kitchen equipment, and small 
dining room. Although the rooms have been ar- 
ranged in suites of two, three, and four rooms, apart- 
ments may be secured comprising up to twelve rooms 
en suite. Every room is an outside room, with un- 
obstructed view, and of generous size. 

The two-room apartments will be semi-furnished. 
They will have dressing rooms fitted with chests of 
drawers and complete modern wardrobe closets, and 
are to be equipped with White twin: door beds. ‘The 
arrangement will give them the efficiency of a three- 
room apartment. 


Special attention has been given to wardrobe con- 
struction. The closets will be large, lined with panels 
of “‘Kilmoth” cedar, ensuring immunity from moths. 

Club breakfasts and table d’hote luncheons will 


be served in the restaurant. There is also to be 
a grill.

The Causes of Street Accidents — 


What We Can Do To Reduce Them 


(At the request of the Special Committee on 
Safety of The Bronx Board of Trade, formed for 
the purpose of initiating and carrying on a continuous 
activity to make the streets of The Bronx safer for 
pedestrians, this article has been prepared under the 
direction of Mr. Marcus A. Dow, Pxecutive Secretary 
of the Bureau of Public Safety of the Police Depart- 
ment, which is co-operating to the utmost extent with 
the Board of Trade’s Committee, a fact that means 
much to the success of the efforts of that Committee). 


HY were 964 pedestrians killed and 28,097 
VV injured, many of them crippled for life, in 

highway accidents in New York City in 1922? 
How ean this terrible casualty list, which represents 
so much sorrow and misery as well as economic loss, 
be reduced? The Bureau of Public Safety of the 
Police Department knows the answer to both these 
questions for it is made plain by the accident cards 
daily received and carefully analyzed. 

The main problem of the Bureau is to bring this 
information before the people so forcibly that they 
will realize its vital importance and co-operate with 
the Bureau of Public Safety in its beneficent work 
of preventing street accidents. Without such co-op- 
eration the efforts of the Bureau cannot produce the 
results they should. 

The principal reason why nearly 30,000 persons 
were killed and injured in 1922 in street accidents 
‘an be stated in one word—carelessness, Obviously 
the correct answer to the second question is the 
elimination of carelessness. To know the forms care- 
lessness takes is the first step towards curbing it. 

There is an old adage which reads: ‘To save time 
is to lengthen life’. To truthfully apply this to 
pedestrians on the streets of New York City it should 
read: “To save time is often to shorten life.” 

Hurrying is the fundamental cause of careless- 
ness. Running a risk in order to save a minute 
or less, often results in death or serious injury. 
There is no guess work about this assertion, statistics 
prove its truth; also that the following forms of 
-arelessness are the principal cause of nearly 30,000 
street tragedies. 

Crossing a street not at @ crossing iS such a 
prolific cause of accidents that some insurance com- 
panies are inserting a clause in policies which exempts 


them from liability for accidents occurring when 
crossing a street between intersections. Many of 


the most dangerous crossings are guarded, and at 
all intersections of streets drivers of vehicles are 
necessarily more cautious than elsewhere. 

The right way to cross a street is Simple and 
surely the unhappy consequences which daily result 
from crossing in the wrong way, is ample proof that 
the right way is worth remembering and following. 

Always go to a regular crossing; never attempt 
to eross between the intersection of streets. If the 
crossing is guarded, watch the officer in charge and 
follow his directions. If there is no officer, be sure 
and look both ways before starting to cross. First 


look to the left, as traflic nearest you will be coming 
from that direction. As you near the center of the 
street, look to the right, for then the traffic line you 
will have to cross will be approaching you from the 
right. 

Do not start to cross until you are sure you have 
time to safely reach the opposite sidewalk. After 
you start do not loiter or hesitate, if you do you are 
likely to become confused. The accident cards often 
contain these words: “Became confused in crossing 
street.”” Remember where you are, think what you 
are doing, and do it. Never run a risk in order to 
save a few moments’ time. It is an American trait 
to do this and a very dangerous one to practice in 
the streets of New York. 

Never cross a street intersection diagonally; by 
so doing you run a double risk, for you must eross 
two lines of traffic instead of one, viz, east and west 
and north and south. Always cross a street at a 
crossing and at right angles. 

The casualty list for 1922 includes 477 children 
under 16 years killed and 10,310 injured in street 
accidents. Children are exposed to greater danger 
than adults because they take more risks, such as 
hitching rides, roller skating, bicycling and playing 
fames in the streets, also coasting. Deaths and 
injuries daily result from these practices and it is 
a solemn duty of parents and teachers to warn chil- 
dren of these dangers. 

It is a fact that pedestrians are not always to 
blame for accidents, which are sometimes caused by 
the recklessness of the drivers of motor vehicles. 
Police Officers detailed to service with the Bureau 
of Public Safety are devoting special attention to driy- 
ers of motors and the courts are inflicting heavier pun- 
ishment than ever for traffie violations. 

This feature of street dangers is recognized and 
vigorous measures are being pursued to eliminate it, 
but the fact remains that most accidents to pedes- 
trians are caused by their failures to observe a few 
of the simple rules of safety. 

Try to visualize the sorrow and misery resulting 
from nearly 380,000 street accidents and ask your- 
self if carelessness and taking a chance is worth 
while. The saddest feature about street accidents 
is that most of them are preventable. A careful 
observance of the simple rules of safety we have 
outlined will mean thousands saved from death and 
injury. There can be no stronger plea than this for 
the observance of these rules.

One of the World’s Largest 


Generating Plants 


N March 19, 1920, ‘at 134th Street and East 
O River, just North of the entrance of the Har- 
lem River, rock drilling for the bulkhead of 
the new Hell Gate Station of the United Electric 
Light & Power Company of New York was started. 
By the middle of November, 1921, there were in oper- 
ation two turbo-generators,—one 385000 K.W. 25 cycle 
General Electric Unit, and one 40000 K.W. 60 cycle 
Westinghouse. At present there are in regular opera- 
tion two units of each class, making a total installed 
eapacity of 150,000 kilowatts. There are nearly five 
hundred employees. 

This station is designed for an ultimate capacity 
of 300,000 kilowatts, and the building, with the ex- 
ception of half of that part which houses the electric 
switching apparatus, has been completed for the 
ultimate equipment. 


This is the second large modern power station 
of this company, and was built upon the completion 
of the Sherman Creek station, at 201st Street and 
9th Avenue. This latter station is now completely 
equipped with the eight units for which it was 
originally designed, has a capacity of 151,000 kilo- 
watts, and is one of the most efficient stations in 
the Country today. 

In anticipation of future requirements, the United 
Electric Light & Power Company, in 1918, took ad- 
vantage of the favorable real estate market and 
acquired four city blocks at 1382nd to 154th Streets, 
Zast River to Locust Avenue, The Bronx. The station 
at present represents an investment, including land, 


of over $17,000,C00. It is expected that the com- 
plete station of 300,000 kilowatts will cost in the 
neighborhood of $27,000,000. 

The plant consists of two entirely separate build- 
ings connected by bridges. The main building, which 
houses the turbine room and the boiler room, is built 
of steel with brick walls. 

The switch gallery section of the other building 
is built of reinforced concrete with brick curtain 
walls. At one end of tke present switch gallery, 
and between it and the future switch gallery sec- 
tion is a steel and brick section for the control 
gallery, laboratory, test rooms, low tension operating 
gallery, etc. 

At the other end of the present switch gallery is 
a steel and brick section for general service and 
office facilities. These two buildings cover the two 
bloeks next to the East River. The other two blocks 
to the West of Locust Avenue are taken up with an 
outdoor coal storage yard of approximately 100,000 
tons capacity. 

The station has been designed so that the boiler 
room is separated from the river by the turbine 
room. This is a distinct departure from well- estab- 
lished engineering practice and has allowed of the 
elimination of a large and costly intake tunnel for 
condensing water, and so has materially decreased 
the amount of investment. 

Before operations were started, the part of the 
property which is now occupied by the turbine room 
was under water, at the bottom of which was rock. 
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This rock had to be blasted and dredged to the 
proper grade, after which the river building wall was 
built under water. 

The piers supporting the coal tower were built 
in the same way, and there is a bulkhead along which 
there is a minimum depth at mean low water of 
35 feet and which is so long that no difficulty is 
experienced in discharging large coal-carrying 
steamers. 

The arrangements for handling coal are rather 
elaborate. Two movable towers 98 feet high operate 
on a track 132 feet above the water line. These 
towers discharge through crushers into cars on either 
of two cable ways. One line runs around the bunkers 
only, while the other runs around the bunkers but 
loops out to the coal storage. Each of these towers 
and each cable road has a maximum coal handling 
eapacity of 250 tons an hour. 

The coal for storage is dumped from the cable 
road into chutes and distributed by drag scrapers. 
When it is desired to take coal out of storage the 
drag scrapers accumulate it into pits from which 
it is raised by skip hoists. There is one of these 
hoists for each lot and each has a capacity of 200 
tons per hour. All of this apparatus is electrically 
driven, the tower hoist motor being 800 horsepower 
and hoisting the bucket at a maximum speed of 30 
feet per. second. A spur from the New Haven Rail- 
road running alongside the coal storage yard permits 
of receiving coal by rail. From the coal bunkers, of 
which there are nine, having a total capacity of 3,300 
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tons, the coal is fed through motor operated gates 
into weighing lorries. These lorries travel along each 
boiler aisle and distribute the coal into the boiler 
hoppers, from which it is taken by the automatic 
stokers. 

The apparatus of the station is arranged as a 
unit system, a unit at present consisting of two turbo- 
generators, one 25 cycle and one 60 cycle; one 2,000 
K.W. house turbine used to drive the auxiliaries; 
six boilers of 1,890 horsepower each; one stack 22 
feet in diameter; twelve cable feeders; and the 
necessary Switching apparatus, auxiliary apparatus, 
heaters, etc., which go to make up the equipment of 
a modern power station. By this arrangement, the 
station will have all of the safety advantages of 
four separate power stations, but as the units are 
tied together, both electrically and mechanically, 
the economies incidental to a large power station are 
effected. 

The 60 cycle generators run at 1,200 revolutions 
per minute and deliver current at 138,200 volts. The 
25 eycle units run at J,500 revolutions per minute 
and operate at 11,000 Volts. The steam from each 
of these turbines passes into a condenser having up- 
ward of 10,000 tubes 1 inch in diameter and 19% 
feet long, thus making a cooling surface of 50,000 
square feet. 

For each of these condensers, two pumps take 
water from the East River through the 54 inch pipes 
built into the building wall. Each of these pumps 
supplies 35,000 gallons per minute of cooling water,

which after passing through the tubes discharges 
into a concrete tunnel and back into the East River. 
In its passage through the condenser the tempera- 
ture of this water has been raised about 10 degrees. 

In the boiler room, three boilers of 1,890 horse- 
power each, operating at 275 pounds pressure and 
at a temperature slightly over 600 degrees furnish 
steam for each turbine. Each boiler is fired by two 
automatie stokers and at the rating at which they 
will operate with full load on the turbines will con- 
sume 81% tons of coal per hour. These boilers are 
set above the stokers so that the distance of the 
lower tubes above the floor is 21 feet in front and 
15 feet at the rear. 


This gives a furnace volume for each boiler of 
8,000 eubie feet, or about four times the unit volume 
of the furnaces in the older stations. The boilers 
are equipped with super-heaters placed above the 
lower six rows of tubes, with cinder catchers, and 
are furnished with air by motor driven forced draft 
fans and motor driven induced draft fans. 

Between the lower ends of the stokers for each 
boiler are double clinker-grinders which are driven 
more or less continuously by motors and which dis- 
charge the ash and clinker into concrete lined troughs 
which have a bottom wearing surface of tile. These 
ashes are sluiced by a continuous stream of salt 
water into a connecting header trough and so ear- 
ried down to a pit at the South end of the bulkhead 
from which they are gathered by a perforated bucket 
on a gantry crane and loaded into scows or barges 
as desired. 


The building which houses the electrical switching 
apparatus for the distribution of the high tension 
product of this station is particularly interesting. 
The generated and the interconnected power is be- 
coming so great that the largest-sized switches at 
present in use were not considered adequate. New 
switches therefore were designed able to break a 
million and a half kilovolt-amperes. For additional 
safety of operation which is known as the “segregated 
system” of switching also was adopted. This means 
that for the three phase system of distribution, 
Which is standard with practically all big generating 
stations, each phase is confined to one division run- 
ning the length of the electrical galleries and separated 
from the adjacent division by a terra cotta ven- 
tilating wall. 


Hach one of the oil switches, therefore, consists 
of three single pole switches operating in oil tanks 


TWO TYPES OF TURBO-GENERATORS AT 
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and these oil tanks being spaced on 34 foot centers. 
Each tank with its charge of oil weighs something 
over a ton, and the contacts for each pole of a 
switch make and break within a very small fraction 
of a second of each other. This is accomplished by 
electrically-operated mechanism placed on the floor 
above the switch tanks and connected through hollow 
rods and bell cranks. 

When the calculations for the design of this 
segregated phase system were made it was found that 
if a steel building was used to house the apparatus 
there would be certain currents induced in the steel 
which would not be permissible. The building there- 
fore was built entirely of concrete and the reinforcing 
rods arranged so that they were separated at either 
end and so not in any case making a metal loop. 
The concrete section of the building now in service 
is a seven story concrete structure 120 feet by 105 
feet. 

In this switching gallery also there are nearly 
1500 conerete switching compartments, and nearly 
thirty miles of concrete duct. 

Some idea of the magnitude of this station may 
be gathered from a few figures in connection with 
the elements required for its construction and equip- 
ment: 

11,000 tons of steel 

8,000,000. bricks 

500,000 bags of cement 

700 tons of reinforcing steel 
30 miles of condenser tubes 

60 miles of high tension cables 


60 miles of multi-conductor cables 
90 miles of lighting, wiring and low 


tension cables 
There will be 800,000,000 gallons of circulating 
water required each 24 hours for the operation of the 
complete equipment of condensers, and it is expected 
that the complete station will require approximately 
3,000 tons of coal a day to operate it. 

The engineering talent of all the local and _ affili- 
ated companies functioned in the work by means of 
committees, to which were referred various features 
of the plant for study, so that a complete knowledge 
of the state of the art in their respective branches 
might be had. 

The responsibility for the design, engineering and 
drafting, as well as the direct supervision in the 
field, of the construction of the Hell Gate plant, was 
undertaken and carried on by Thomas EH. Murray, 
Ine., New York City.

BOARD WOULD MAKE MOTT 
AVENUE “ONE-WAY” STREET 


After having made an intensive study of traffic 
conditions on Mott Avenue, the Traflic and Water- 
ways Bureau of The Bronx Board of Trade has 
made the following recommendations, which have 
been approved and the necessary steps taken to 
bring about their effectuation, in whole, or in part: 

1st: That traffic on Mott Avenue between 
138th and 161st Streets be limited to north- 
bound vehicles. 

2nd: That southbound traffic be diverted 
to Gerard Avenue. 


3rd: That in order to reach Gerard Ave- 
nue, the said traffic be sent through a new 
street to be constructed diagonally across 
the plot bounded by Mott Avenue, 159th 
Street, Walton Avenue and 161st Street, the 
said new street to commence at the south- 
west corner of 161st Street and Mott Avenue 
and terminate at the northeast corner of 
159th Street and Walton Avenue. 


The proposed route for southbound vehicles would 
be down The Concourse, across 161st Street, through 
the new diagonal street to Walton Avenue and 159th 
Street, west on 159th Street to Gerard Avenue, and 
south on Gerard Avenue. 

The Bureau believes that by routing traftie in 
this manner there can be no possible interference 
with the operation of trolleys on 161st Street, and 
a maximum benefit may be obtained. 

The City owns all of the property through which 
it is proposed to cut the new diagonal street. 

In order that this plan may become effective, it 
will be necessary to pave 159th Street from Walton 
Avenue to Gerard Avenue, and to pave Gerard Avenue 
from 159th Street to 138th Street. 

The Board has requested the co-operation of Bor- 
ough President Bruckner in taking the necessary 
steps to have prepared the petitions for the paving 
of Hast 159th Street, and Gerard Avenue, between the 
points mentioned. 


PLANS FOR NEW BRONX 
HOSPITAL APPROVED 


The plans for the new Bronx Municipal Hospital, 
to be located on East 167th Street, between Walton 
and Gerard Avenues, were approved recently by the 
Board of Estimate. 

Commissioner Bird $, Coler, of the Department 
of Public Welfare, which will have jurisdiction over 
the new Hospital, expects that ground will be broken 
in the early Fall.

GOVERNOR SILZER URGES 
IMPORT OF NEW CANAL 


A conference was held Tuesday, September 11th, in 
the Assembly Chambers, Trenton, N. J., for the pur- 
pose of discussing the best method of acquiring a 
right of way across the State of New Jersey, for the 
proposed new ship canal, at which The Bronx Board 
of Trade, which is in favor of this across-Jersey 
Canal was represented by Executive Secretary Charles 
BH. Reid. 

The speakers included Governor Silzer, Mayor J. 
Hampton Moore of Philadelphia, Mayor Frederick 
W. Donnelly of Trenton, Representative John W. 


Rainey, of Illinois, Chairman J. Spencer Smith of 
the New Jersey State Board of Commerce and Navi- 
gation, and DeWitt Van Buskirk, Vice-President of 
the New York Port Authority. 

As explained by Governor Silzer, the conference 
was to impress upon property owners along the pro- 
posed canal, more than fifty of whom were present, 
the desirability of cooperating with the State in 
acquiring a right of way as a preliminary to Con- 
gressional sanction for construction of the eanal. 
The canal would be built by Congress at an estima- 
ted cost of $20,000,000 to $30,000,000, dependent upon 
its width and type of construction. 

After stressing the importance of linking Phila- 
delphia and New York harbors by an inland water- 
way, thus completing the chain between Boston and 
Cape Hatteras, Gov. Silzer said the owners of ad- 
jacent property would be the persons most directly 
benefited. He therefore urged a general movement 
on the part of the property owners to turn over their 
land to the State for the lowest price possible, or, 
where the land is of little or no present yalue, to 
donate it. : 

Mayor Moore spoke of the opportunity for develop- 
ment along the route of the canal and the need 
of local cooperation as an inducement for the desired 
Congresional action.

Hon. Francis P. Keenan, Superintendent of Termi- 


nals of the State Barge Canal System, made an of- 
ficial inspection of The Bronx Barge Canal Terminal 
as part of a trip of inspection to all the Canal Ter- 
minals in the Greater City.

STATE WATERWAYS ASS’N 
CONVENTION AT PLATTSBURGH 


The Fourteenth Annual Convention of the New 
York State Waterways Association was held at the 
Hotel Champlain, near Plattsburgh, N. Y., September 
6th and 7th, 1923.. There were about 100 delegates 
in attendance from the various Chambers of Com- 
merece, Boards of Trade, and municipalities, which 
included some of the best and most active waterway 
workers in the State of New York. 

The delegates from The Bronx Board of Trade in- 
cluded Messrs. Olin J. Stephens, Martin Walter, 
John A, Steinmetz, James Brackenridge, William E. 
Thompson, Hon. Martin Conboy and Executive Sec- 
retary Charles H. Reid. 

Hon. Martin Conboy, representing The Bronx 
Board of Trade, addressed the Convention on the 
subject,—“Improvement of the Harlem River and 
Bronx Kills,’ which was one of the finest addresses 
of the Convention. 

Mr. Conboy urged the Federal authorities to pro- 
ceed without further delay with the improvement of 
The Bronx Kills, which will directly connect. the 
Hudson, Harlem and Hast Rivers and relieve the 
congestion at Hell Gate and the Battery. He also 
urged the removal of the obstruction to navigation 
of the Harlem River at High Bridge. 

Mr. Olin J. Stephens was re-elected as Treasurer, 
and Mr. Charles HE. Reid served as Secretary of the 
General Committee on Resolutions and was re-elect- 
ed aS a member of the Executive Commitee. Mr. 
James Brackenridge was also elected as a member of 
the Executive Committee. 

The following resolutions, urging further appropri- 
ations for the improvement of The Bronx Kills and 
various matters affecting the Harlem River, were 
unanimously adopted : 

“The Barge Canal Act provides for the establish- 
ment and construction of a terminal at 136th Street, 
Hast River, which, however, is conditioned on the 
widening and deepening of the Bronx Wills; this pro- 
ject has been surveyed and reported upon. We 
strongly urge that the Federal authorities proceed 
without further delay with the improvement of this 
yaluable waterway, which will not only directly con-

and Structures, the Department of Water Supply

COASTWISE STEAMSHIP LINES TO 
REESTABLISH TERMINAL 


According to information which has been furnish- 
ed to The Bronx Board of Trade, the five coastwise 
steamship lines, the Ocean Steamship Company of 
Savannah, Clyde Steamship Company, the Mallory 
Steamship Company, the Southern Pacific Company- 
“Morgan Line’, and the Old Dominion Transporta- 
tion Line, who formerly had a Joint Freight Receiv- 
ing Terminal in The Bronx, at 182nd Street and Lin- 
ecoln Avenue, will re-establish this terminal on Oct- 
ober 20th, at 130th Street and Third Avenue, on the 
shore of the Harlem River, Manhattan side, on the 
premises of the Harlem and Morrisiania, Transporta- 
tion Line as the “Bronx-Harlem Terminal of Coast- 
wise Lines.” In order that the increased business 
may be taken care of, additional facilities for the 
receiving of freight will be installed and will be in 
readiness for the opening of the new terminal on 
October 20th.

Governor Smith Speaker at Opening Dinner 
of Concourse Plaza 


Nearly a thousand guests assembled for the opening 
dinner of the Concourse Plaza, 161st Street and Grand 
Concourse, on Monday evening, October 22nd, (mark- 
ing the formal opening of The Bronx’s first apartment 
hotel, the ultimate in eomfort and convenience), 
heard Governor Alfred BE. Smith, the guest of honor, 
laud the growth of The Bronx as the most striking 
example of urban development in the United States. 

The Governor demonstrated that he is intimately 
acquainted with this Borough’s growth, for, he said, 
when he was a small boy he used to come to West 
Farms for his vacation. <A relative of his parents, 
in those days, rented a farm, on the Southern Boule- 
vard, for fourteen dollars a month. 


Governor Smith carefully shunned political issues 
in his address, confining himself to a semi-humorous 
narrative of the progress and development of the 
City of New York. 

Following the Governor’s address, Mr. Olin J. 
Stephens, the toastmaster, introduced Acting Mayor 
Murray Hulbert, who, in a brief talk, told of the part 
played and being played by The Bronx in the progress 
and development of the Greater City. 

Hon. Grover A. Whalen, Commissioner of Plant and 
Structures; Mr. Albert Goldman, President of The 
Bronx Board of Trade; Hon. Hdward J. Flynn, 
Sheriff of Bronx County; and Hon. William J. Flynn, 
Commissioner of Public Works of The Bronx, also 
spoke briefly on the growth of The Bronx and con- 
gratulated the projectors and builders of the Con- 
course Plaza on having completed an apartment 
hotel the equal of any in the Greater City. 


Captain Irving O’Hay provided the humorous talk 
of the evening, telling many anecdotes that excited 
the risibilities of the gathering. 


Preceding the dinner, a reception was held, during 
which Managing Director George HH. Hverart escorted 
the guests on an inspection tour of the structure. 

Instrumental and vocal selections rendered during 
the service of the dinner met with much favor and 
kept everybody in the best of spirits. 

While the function was entirely under the aus- 
pices of the Concourse Plaza Management, The Bronx 
Board of Trade co-operated in making it the great 


success it was, and the Board’s membership was rep- 
resented in goodly numbers.

CHARITY BALL FOR BRONX EYE AND 
EAR INFIRMARY 


It is expected that the finances of the new build- 
ing fund of The Bronx Hye and Har Infirmary will 
be substantially augmented by the receipts from a 
Charity Ball which is to be held in the Grand Ball 
Room of the Concourse Plaza, 161st Street and the 
Grand Concourse on Saturday evening, November 38rd. 
Incidentally, it will be the premier social function at 
The Bronx’s first Apartment Hotel. 


The Bronx Kye and Har Infirmary was founded 
about 15 years ago by a Bronx specialist, Dr. Mc- 
Ilvaine, in a house at 142nd Street and Willis Avenue. 
Some years ago, the hospital was removed to 141st 
Street near Willis Avenue, where two of the three 
dwelling houses which at present comprise the hos- 
pital building were at once occupied. Last year addi- 
tional room was required and a third dwelling house 
was annexed. Accommodation is cramped and inade- 
quate at present and a new building is planned, its 
erection to be commenced within the next two years. 


The proceeds from this Charity Ball will go into 
the new building fund, and it is to be hoped that our 
members will be present in goodly numbers, to help 
swell that fund. 


The present hospital has accommodation for about 
20 patients and accepts both paying and free patients. 
It is the only special hospital in The Bronx for the 
treatment of eye, ear, nose and throat troubles anc 
its supporters believe that for a Borough like The 
sronx, with nearly a million population, a larger hos- 
pital is needed. 

Daily free clinics are held at the hospital for the 
benefit of all who cannot afford to pay for treatment. 
There were 23,000 visits recorded during the past year, 
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and more than 3,000 operations performed. 

The hospital receives no aid whatever from the 
State or City, although it is under State inspection 
and subject to State supervision, but is maintained by 
private contributions of members of The Bronx Eye 
and Ear Infirmary, and the proceeds of charity balls, 
and fairs and other entertainments arranged by the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary of The Bronx Hye and Ear Infirm- 
ary, 

The Officers of The Bronx Eye and Ear Infirmary 
are Mr. Philip J. Schneider, President; Dr. Clarence 
H. Smith, Secretary; Mr. George F. Frost, Treasurer, 
and Mr. Charles Worth, Assistant Treasurer. Mr.

Bronx Delegates Represent State and City 
at Waterways Convention at Norfolk 


By designation of Governor Alfred E. Smith and 
Acting Mayor Murray Hulbert, the delegates from The 
Bronx Board of Trade to the Sixteenth Annual Con- 
yention of the Atlantic Deeper Waterways Associa- 
tion, at Norfolk, Va., November 18th to 16th inclu- 


sive, also will represent the State and City of New’ 


York. 

This delegation from The Bronx Board of Trade 
and the State and City of New York will consist of 
President Albert Goldman, who will deliver an ad- 
dress; Vice Presidents Alexander Haring and Mar- 
tin Walter; and Messrs. John A. Steinmetz, Michael 
B. Me Hugh, Hon. Martin Conboy, Hon. George M. 
S. Sehulz, James Brackenridge, William E. Thomp- 
son, John J. Duffy, John Kadel, Clement H. Sniith 
Hon. R. L. Moran, Dr. C, Adelbert Becker, W.C. Bergen, 


August F. Schwarzler, and Executive Secretary 
Charles E. Reid. Mr. Goldman’s address will con- 


cern important waterwayimprovements for The Bronx. 


Mr. Reid is New York State Director of the Atlan- \ 


tic Deeper Waterways Association, and is also Sec- 
retary of the New York State Delegation in the As- 
sociation. 

The official headquarters of the Convention, which 
will also be the Headquarters of The Bronx delega- 
tion, is the Monticello Hotel. 


The particular project for which the Atlantic Deep- 
er Waterways Association is working is the Atlantic 
Intracoastal Waterway, which will consist of a ser-_ 
ies of short canals, and improvement of short ex- 
isting waterways, in order to connect the numerous 
large bays, sounds and inside passages along the At- 
lantic seaboard into a single continuous trunk line of 
navigation. This will link up more than 100 navig- 
able rivers, which will become feeders for the trunk 
line traffic. It will connect all the Atlantic seaports, 
facilitating interchange and assembling of freight. 
By the New York State Waterway system it will con- 
nect with the Great Lakes. More than 5000 miles of 
navigable waterways will thus be brought into a 
single transportation system for barge traffic. In 
event of war it will be of immense strategic value, 


-making it almost impossible for a hostile fleet to 


blockade our Atlantic Seaboard. 


The project has been surveyed and recommended 
by the War’ Department, and in part adopted by Con- 


gress. Work is proceeding on several important 
links. Others, notably the new waterway across New 
Jersey, and the connecting waterway between the 


sounds of North Carolina and South Carolina, await 
legislative approval. 


WOULD WIDEN ROADWAY 


In order to widen Arthur Avenue, in front of the 
Bergen Building, now owned by the City, so as to 
provide additional parking space for the auto- 
mobiles of those daily having business with the var- 
ious City and County offices located in that building, 
The Bronx Board of Trade has suggested to Park 
Commissioner Hennessy and Borough President 
Bruckner that the Westerly side of Arthur Avenue 
be moved about fifteen feet into Crotona Park at this 
point, which would necessitate the removal and re- 
location of the park wall. While open to objections 
from certain quarters, The Board believes the widen- 
ing necessary, and its proposal the most feasible in 
the premises. 


COMPLAINT MADE ON BUS OPERATION 


On behalf of the residents and property-owners 
along the Grand Concourse, especially those affiliated 
with the organization, The Board has sent a formal 
complaint to the Mayor and the Transit Commission 
relative to the manner in which the Grand Concourse 
bus line is being operated.

Improved Over 100 Per Cent 


In the early part of the recent summer, anounce- 
ment was made that the Department of Water Supply 
Gas, and Electricity had decided to improve the light- 
ing system of the Grand Concourse along the lines 
suggested by The Bronx Board of Trade. 


The following comunication, received a few days 
ago from the Department, indicates the extent to 
which the system will be improved, and the date at 
which it will most probably be installed : 

“The Department is giving considerable ,thought to 
improving the lighting on the Grand Concourse, be- 
tween 163rd Street and Mosholu Parkway, Many 
experiments had to be made before taking final action. 
However, a lighting order has recently been issued, 
and complying with your request, a brief summary 
of the nature of this order is as follows: 

”88 existing lyre top posts on isles, to be 
reconstructed to twin top posts. 

(88-400 e. p. lamps to be replaced by 175- 
400 @. p. lamps.) 

”80 additional posts, with twin tops, to 
be erected on islands. (160-400 e¢. p. 
lamps. ) 

”69 corner posts to be removed, of which 
16 are to be relocated, (Note—in general, 
corner posts will remain only at import- 
ant thoroughfares or street intersections ; 
twin top posts, diagonally placed on ends 
of islands, to replace corner posts. ) 
"All service to be underground, feeding 
ornamental cast iron posts. 

"In all, the lighting of the Grand Con- 
course will be increased over 100 per cent.

BRONX ROTARY CLUB HOLDS FIRST 
LUNCHEON AT THE CONCOURSE PLAZA 


The honor of holding the first organization lunch- 
eon at the Concourse Plaza fell to the Rotary Club 
of The Bronx, who held a “100 per cent” meeting 
there on Tuesday, October 16th, at which Mr. Ray- 
mond J. Knoeppel, of the Rotarian Board of Govern- 
ors for the 29th District, a Bronxite, was the 
speaker of the day, his subject being “The Business 
Methods Program of the Rotarians.” 


President Al. Weiner called the luncheon to order 
promptly at 12:30 with over one hundred members 
and guests present. Mr. Mathias Niewenhous, Presi- 
dent of the Niewenhous Company, Inec., which erected 
the Concourse Plaza, presided as toastmaster, and 
during the course of the luncheon there were intro- 
duced several shining lights in the local political 
firmament. 


Mr. Knoeppel, in developing his subject, said there 
were five or six component parts of it which would 
show the difference between the altruist and the indi- 
vidual who works for self alone and would present 
the philosophy that man can develop himself and 
profit best by what he does for others.

Union Hospital wos organized in 1909 through the 
efforts of Dr. William H. Kahrs, and its charter was 
received from the State in 1910. In February, 1912, 
the hospital opened for the reception of patients 
in a small frame house on Valentine Avenue, which 
proved to be inadequate. The Trustees received a 
large donation in1919 from two anonymous benefac- 
tors, through the efforts of the late Prof. J. Irvin 
Chaffee, and in 1921, the land on which the present 
building stands was purchased from the State of New 
York. Work on the building, which has just been 
completed, was started in 1922. 

Union Hospital is dependent on charitably inclined 
persons for support, and the erection of the new build- 
ing has placed a heavy burden on the Trustees, which 
residents of The Bronx can do much to lighten by 
contributing liberally.

PROPOSITIONS SUBMITTED TO VOTERS 
ON ELECTION DAY 


On Tuesday, November 6th, the people of New 
York will vote on seven propositions to amend the 
Constitution and the statutes of the State. Familiarize 
yourself with the terms of each one before casting 
your vote either way. 

Five of these propositions are to add provisions to 
the Constitution. They are: 

1. Providing for a soldier bonus fund. 

2. Insuring home rule to cities. 

3. Opening the State’s Forest Preserve and Park 
lands for corporate development of hydro-electric 
power. 

4. Preventing the changing of the debt limit of 
cities and counties by changes in the system of taxa- 
tion. , 

5. Providing for voting by inmates of soldiers’ 
and sailors’ homes absent from the State at election 
time. 

At the same time a referendum vote is to be taken 
on two statutory measures. These are: 

1. A bond issue of $50,000,000 for rebuilding and 
remodelling the several hospitals and other institu- 
tions housing the State’s thousands of wards, and es- 
pecially for making all buildings at these institutions 
fire proof, 

2. A minimum wage of $2,500 a year for first 
grade patrolmen and firemen in cities of the first class.

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New Congress Will Grant Request For 
Post Office Appropriation 


The Bronx Board of Trade is very much gratified 
at the reports from Washington that promises made 
to it during the past year or so, that a Public Build- 
ings Bill will be introduced in the present Congress, 
carrying an appropriation of $1,500,000 for a Federal 
Building for The Bronx, to house The Bronx Post 
Office, will be kept. 

Hon. John W. Langley, Chairman of the Public 
Buildings and Grounds Committee of the House, it is 
said, will sponsor the Bill, and it is understood that 
Seeretary of the Treasury Mellon has approved of the 
inclusion of The Bronx Post Office appropriation item, 

While in Washington in December, 1922, attending 
the session of the National Rivers and Harbors Con- 
gress, Executive Secretary Charles EH. Reid, of The 
Bronx Board of Trade, and Mr. Olin J. Stephens 
- brought the matter of The Bronx Post Office approp- 
riation before a gathering of the United States Sena- 
tors and Members of the House of Representatives 
from the State of New York, urging their support of 
a Public Buildings Bill which would include a million 
and a half dollars for The Bronx, and on a personai 
visit to Chairman Langley, received assurance of his 
support for The Bronx project. 

A few weeks later, Executive Secretary Reid and 
Mr. August F. Schwarzler, while in Washington on 
other business, also had a lengthy interview with 
Representative Langley, who assured them _ that 
there was no chance of getting a Public Buildings

Another thing that should be borne in mind is that 
if the patronage of these temporary distribution offices 
is what it should be it will establish a strong argument 
for the location of a permanent Automobile License 
Bureau in The Bronx. 


Bill before the Congress then in session, but that 
there was a very strong chance of a Bill being present- 
ed to the Congress that would assemble in December, 
1923, at which time, he again reiterated, he would 
support the appropriation for The Bronx. 

Following the recent announcement from Washing- 
ton relative to the proposed Public Buildings Bill, Dx- 
ecutive Secretary Charles BE. Reid, on behalf of The 
Bronx Board of Trade, forwarded the following com- 
munication to Chairman Langley: 

“T want to assure you that we are deep- 
ly appreciative of what you are doing to 
give us this Federal Building, which has 
been so much needed for a number of 
years, and which will do much to relieve 
the inferior postal conditions in The 
Bronx. 

“As you know, we are a city of nearly 
1.000,000, as our population has increased 
100,000 this year, which is phenomenal,— 
unless you hasten with the erection of the 
Building, by the time it is completed 
we may have to increase it to twice the 
size.” 

At the same time, Mr. Reid also communicated with 
Congressmen Anthony J. Griffin and Benjamin L. 
Fairchild, noting the pleasure of the Board of Trade 
at the reports that had come from Washington and 
continuing : 

“We would further appreciate any as- 
sistance you can give, in order to see to it 
that we have a Federal Building in The 
Bronx as soon as possible!’ 

A very favorable reply was that sent to The Bronx 
Board of Trade on the opening date of the new Con- 
gress, by Congressman Griffin. It was a telegram 
stating : 

“Today I reintroduced the necessary 
bills to secure the early authorization of 
The Bronx Post Office. Saw Honorable 
John W. Langley, Chairman of Committee 
on Public Buildings and Grounds, who 
assures me they will undoubtedly be 
favorably reported and passed this ses- 
sion.” 

The proposed construction of the Post Office for 
The Bronx, a Federal Building, is a matter which 
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has had the fullest attention of The Bronx Board 
of Trade for many years. 

Some eleven years ago, the late Congressman Joseph 
A. Goulden’s bill to acquire a site for a Post Office for 
The Bronx met with success, and, following close 
after, came a visit to The Bronx of a Committee 
which included Hon. Charles D. Hilles, and the Sup- 
erintendent of Public Buildings and members of the 
Senate and House Pub lic Buildings Committees. 

As the guests of The Bronx Board of Trade, the 
visitors were shown the various sites that had been 
suggested for the location of the Federal Building 
in The Bronx, and the site at 149th Street and Mott 
Avenue was finally acquired, at a total cost of 
$285,000. 

The site having been acquired, The Bronx Board 
ot Trade has since centered its activities before the 


Public Buildings Committees of Congress on the 
question of providing a suitable building. Delega- 


tions from the Board of Trade attended hearing after 


hearing on the late Congressman Goulden’s, Con- 
gressman Bruckner’s, Congressman Griffin’s, and 


Congressman Rossdale’s bills calling for appropria 
tions to build a suitable structure to house the Post 
Office for The Bronx, but without any great degree 
of success. 

The most recent of these bills were introduced by 
Congressmen Griffin and Rossdale, but it was im- 
possible to advance either of these bills because of the 
attitude taken by the Administration, that during the 
war, and during the readjustment period which fol- 
lowed, there should be no Public Buildings Bills con- 
sidered by Congress, on account of the fear not only 
that money and materials which might be used for the 
construction of Public Buildings would interfere with 
steps being taken to relieve the housing shortage 
throughout the Nation, but also that the sponsoring 
of any large appropriation measures might cause the 
raising of the cry of ‘pork barrel.” 


INCREASED POLICE PROTECTION FOR 
X-MAS SHOPPERS PROMISED BOARD 


At the request of Mr. Jacob S. Hoffman, of the L. 
M. Blumstein store, and Mr. Max Deutsch, as repre- 
sentatives of the retail merchants of The Bronx 
who arranged for extensive street iluminations and 
who have put in large stocks of holiday goods in antici- 
pation of doing a record-breaking December business, 
The Bronx Board of Trade sucessfully took up with 
the Police Department the question of increased police 
protection for these merchants and for the throngs of 
Christmas shoppers who are expected to attend their 
sales. 

The communication which was forwarded to Police 
Commissioner Enright by Executive Secretary Charles 
E. Reid stated: 

“We have received requests from a large number of 
merchants in The Bronx, urging that they be provided 
with ample police protection, both uniform and civil- 
ian, during the month of December. 

“They anticipate having a good holiday season this 
year, expecting a larger business than ever before, 
on account of the additional street illumination they 
are going to have. They are more anxious than usual 
at this time, owing to a large number of hold-ups 
and robberies that have been occurring during the last 
two months,—therefore their request, which is ap- 
proved by our Board of Trade. 

“We have always felt that our Police Department 
given full authority and support to do real police 
duty, is fully able and efficient to cope with any erim- 
inal wave that may start in our great city. We sin- 


cerely trust you will see to it, as an old Police Officer 
and our Commissioner, with many years of valuable 
experience on the Force, that every uniformed man 
has full authority to do real police duty, and, if need 
be, use his club and pistol a little more to see that the 
laws of the City of New York are enforced.” 

The Board of Trade, through Executive Secretary 
Reid, also assured Mr. Hoffman of its pleasure to as- 
sist in this activity. Also the following invitation to 
merchants of The Bronx generally was extended: 

“Let the merchants of The Bronx be assured that 
our Board of Trade is only too willing at any and all 
times to, aid them in any suggestions for the improve- 
ment or betterment of conditions, if they will only let 
us know their desires, and will also do us the honor 
to appear before our Committees to aid in the present- 
ment of said suggestions.” 

The Board was informed by the Police Department 
that everything possible would be done to comply 
with its request for increased Police activity. 


“HUB” CHRISTMAS LIGHTING BIG 
TRADE DRAWING CARD 


The special holiday lighting display in the “Hub” 
shopping district of The Bronx is proving a big at- 
traction, and large crowds nightly throng the lighted 
area.

COMPANY WILL CO-OPERATE ON 
BETTER TROLLEY SERVICE 


The Traftic and Waterways Bureau of The Bronx 
Board of Trade recently took up, at a meeting at 
which there was present a delegation from the Mott 
Haven Business Men’s Association, the question of 
improved trolley service on Third Avenue south of 
149th Street. 

The following recommendation was subsequently 
made by the Bureau, approved by the Board, and for- 
warded to the Company: 

“That The Bronx Board of Trade request the Third 
Avenue Railway Company to co-operate as far as 
possible with the merchants in this section (Third 
Avenue from 149th Street to 188th Street) in their 
efforts to improve transit facilities by furnishing 
more service as more travel develops.” 

The Board has been assured that the Third Avenue 
Railway System will co-operate to the extent of its 
ability to comply with the request.. 


CONCOURSE TRAFFIC TOWERS IN 
OPERATION FOR XMAS 


According to information that has reached The 
Bronx Board of Trade, which it has every reason to 
rely on, the traffic towers on the Grand Concourse 
will be in operation early in the Christmas holiday 
period,—if not by Christmas Day, surely before New 
Year’s Day. 


WILL PRESENT FLAG

building at 188th Street and Alexander Avenue con- 
structed to house the 45th Precinct, Police Department, 
a national standard will be presented to the pre- 
cinct by The Bronx Board of Trade. 

Further details will be made known later in the 
month. 
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Bronx Company Over Century in 
Business in This Community 


At East 177th Street and Bronx River, The Bronx, 
is a group of some twenty-six buildings arranged in 
the general shape of a big ‘U”’, containing one and 
one quarter million square feet of floor space, the home 
of Bronx Company, the only dyeing establishment of 
its kind in Greater New York. 

While not always located at the present spot on the 
Bronx River, the establishment is one the history of 
which is closely associated with that of the early 
days of The Bronx, for it was over 101 years ago that 
the original establishment was built, in a nearby 
section. 


In 1822, Messrs. James Bolton, Peter H. Schenck 
and Samuel Pilling formed a partnership and estab- 
lished a bleachery at a spot which is now approximate- 
ly in the center of Bronx Park, but which at that time 
was in the Village of Bronxdale, a subdivision of the 
Town and County of Westchester. The old location 
is still associated with the name of the road which 
ran past it, for for many decades it was known as 
“the ‘bleach’ road” and to oldtimers of The Bronx it 
is still ‘‘the ‘bleach’ road”. 


On April 20, 1825, the business was incorporated 
as the Bronx Bleaching and Manufacturing Company, 
its capitalization being $30,000. 

James Bolton was the first President and Peter 
H. Schenck was the first Secretary and Treasurer. 


These two held office until May 12th, 1852, when 
Thomas Bolton, son of James Bolton, replaced Mr. 
Schenck as Secretary and Treasurer. It is of interest 
to note that the original seal and minute book are still 
in the possession of the Company. 


In 1860, James Bolton withdrew from the firm, and 
the corporation became a partnership engaged in the 
bleaching and dyeing of cotton goods in the piece, and 
was known as Thomas Bolton & Sons. The sons re- 
ferred to were James M., Henry B, John W., and 
Thomas, Jr. 


Thomas Bolton retired in 1873, and the firm name 
was changed once more. this time to James M. Bolton 
& Brothers. In the same year the work of printing 
cotton piece goods was added to the bleaching and 
dyeing activities of the plant. 


In 1877, James M. and John W. Bolton withdrew 
from the firm and the business was conducted by 
Henry B. Bolton and Thomas Bolton, together with 
William H. Birchall, a cousin. 


The next most important step in the development of 
the enterprise came in 1889, when the property at 
Bronxdale was taken over by the City of New York 
for park purposes, to be incorporated in Bronx Park, 
and the present site occupied by the firm, at East 
177th Street and Bronx River, was acquired. 


General View of Bronz Company's Big Plant on Brong River 
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Tanks Used for Dyeing of Khaki Cloth 


In 1892, the partnership was changed to a corpor- 
ation formed under the laws of the State of West 
Virginia, known as the Bronx Company, with William 
H. Birchall as President and Manager; Henry B. 
Boltonas Vice-President ; Thomas Bolton as Treasurer ; 
and William H. Bolton, son of Thomas Bolton, as 
Secretary. 


On February 2nd, 1911, Thomas Bolton died, where- 
upon William H. Bolton became Vice-President and 
Treasurer, and Arthur T. Bolton, second son of Thomas 
Bolton, became Secretary 


Following the death of William H. Birchall, which 
occured on August 13th, 1915, 
William H. Bolton, who is now 
President and Treasurer of Bronx 
Company, assumed office, with 
Arthur T, Bolton as Vice-Pres- 
ident, and William Charnley as 
Secretary. William and Arthur 
are of the fourth generation 
bearing the name of Bolton 
associated with this enterprise. 


These three officers, with Robt. 
B. M. Cook, Louis O. Tilton and 
William H. Corsa, constitute the 
Board of Directors of Bronx 
Company. 


The lines of work handled by 
Bronx Company are mostly for 


the clothing trade, although a 
large quantity of fancy dyeing 


is done for the dress goods trade. 
The largest items are tailors’ 
trimmings; shirting; genuine 
mineral khaki; olive drab cloth 
for uniforms and for the over- 
all trade; handkerchiefs; sleeve 
lining, and high colored and fast 
black satteen. The capacity of 
the plant is approximately 200, 
000 yards per day. 


For many years, prior to the 
World War, Bronx Company 
was one of the two or three 
contractors furnishing the U. S. 


Government with material for uniforms, 
tents and various lines of duck required 
for small parts use. 

During the war Bronx Company, over 
a period of years, turned out between 
900,000 and 1,000,000 yards of olive drab 
uniform cloth and olive drab shelter tent 
duck per month, and 400,000 yards of 
mineral dyed khaki tenting per month. 

And today, even though the war is over, 
there is still a large enough demand for 
khaki eloth to keep Bronx Company’s 
plant working at high speed turning out 
a sufficent quantity of this material to 
meet the demand from consumers

Hon. William W. Niles, Vice-President of The 
Bronx Parkway Commission, replying to The Bronx 
Board ot Trade, states that the Commission has re- 
cently been placed in funds and is planning to light 
the Parkway at the earliest possible moment.

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AUTO SHOW IN THE BRONX TO ECLIPSE 
ALL OTHERS 


The list of exhibitors at the twenty-fourth annual 
National Automobile Show, January 5 to 12, 1924, is- 
sued recently, gives every indication that the change 
in location and the finer facilities afforded for dis- 
play will result in a greater exhibit of cars and ac- 
cessories than in any previous year’s Show. 

The Show of 1924 in the Two Hundred and Fifty- 
eighth Field Artillery Armory, Kingsbridge Road 
and Jerome Avenue, The Bronx, will have seventy- 
two exhibits of complete cars, including practically 
every well-known and popular make manufactured 
in this country. 

It will afford a strange contrast to the initial dis- 
play of motor cars in Madison Square Garden twenty- 
four years ago, when only a few makes were shown. 

The National Automobile Chamber of Commerce, 
which sponsors the annual exhibition of new motor 
cars, is able for the 1924 Show, for the first time 
since the industry emerged from the infant elass, 
to provide a suitable setting for the new models. 

It had been the ambition of the management for 
many years to find a building large enough to ac- 
commodate all the cars on one floor. Until now, this 
has never been possible. 


BRONX BOARD OF TRADE FAVORS

“WHEREAS—a plan has been proposed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury for the 
reduction of taxation, which will not only 
relieve business and industry from ex- 
cessive taxation, but will also lift the 
burden from the smaller taxpayers, earn- 
ed incomes will receive favorable con- 
sideration as compared to those from un- 
earned sources, and by re-adjustment 
of higher schedules, larger revenues will 
be available,—therefore be it 

“RESOLVED—that The Bronx Board 
of Trade favors the principle and purpose 
of the plan of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and approves of the suggestion to re- 
duce taxation, and thus relieve business, 
industry and taxpayers of a burden which 
they no longer should bear,—and be it 
further 

“RESOLVED,—that a copy of these 
resolutions, duly attested, be forwarded 
to the President of the United States, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and to our 
Senators and Congressmen from the State 
of New York.”

ANOTHER RECORD BREAKING BUILD- 
ING YEAR INDICATED 


Approximately $112,000,000 was involved in the 
new buildings and alterations for which plans were 
filed in The Bronx in 1922. 

According to data secured from Hon. Patrick J. 
Reville, Superintendent, Bureau of Buildings of 
The Bronx, there is every indication that the present 
year’s building operation figures will constitute an- 
other record-breaking total. 

In the nine months ending September 30, 1928, 
plans were filed for 4,160 buildings, with estimated 
costs placed at $98,768,903, and for 8,854 alterations, 
costing $4,722,129, a grand total of $103,491,032. 

The figures for the first six months of the year 
were: 8,308 buildings, costing $82,421,250 and 2,355 
alterations, costing $38,126,194, a grand total of $85,- 
547,444.

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Legion Will Remove Worn F lags From 
Concourse Memorial Trees 


On the recommendation of the Civic Bureau, The 
Bronx Board of Trade recently suggested that The 
Bronx County Committee of the American Legion take 
steps to remove from the Concourse memorial trees 
worn and dilapidated American Flags and other dec- 
orations, which mar the effect of these memorials. 

County Commander Albert L. Ward, replying on be- 
half of the American Legion to the Board of Trade, 
advises the Board that the recommendation of its Civie 
Bureau for the removal of the weather beaten flags 
from the memorial trees on the Concourse had been 
taken up by the County Committee of the Legion, 
and that the Committee would take steps immediately 
to collect these worn flags and properly dispose of 
them. 

Commander Ward’s letter, in part, follows: 

“In the past we have depended on the Park Depart- 
ment, who have the facilities for so doing, to remove 
the floral decorations when they have become with- 
ered, but we agree that your suggestion that the 
Legion remove the flags is one that we should fit- 
tingly follow. 

“Allow me to add that we are greatly pleased at 
this evidence of helpful co-operation on the part of 
your Board and may I express the hope that this 
co-operation will become more extensive. For instance, 
we would most certainly value your aid in bringing 
about the restoration of the memorials themselves. 
As you know, these trees constitute the only general 
memorial in The Bronx commemorative of the World 
War, a splendid type of tribute to the memory of the 
nine hundred Bronx boys who sacrificed their lives 
in the War. And, yet,—it is now an old story, but 
a sadly true one just the same—hundreds of these 
‘trees’ are but sorry-looking dead stumps and many 
of the ornamental guards are anything but ornamental 
in their present broken and twisted state. 

“Surely the marring of the beauty of our famous 
Concourse should be sufficient cause for our interest 
and attention. But the sacred character bestowed by 
reason of the dedication of these trees makes us 
doubly derelict in our duty if we fail to have them 
fully replaced, restored and respected. It would ill 
become us to think that we were reverencing our 
Flag if we should so shamefully neglect and forget 
to honor the memory of the boys who died for that 
Flag.

and I can promise the earnest co-operation of the 
American Legion in all matters of community interest 
and where we can prove our intentions to be of con- 
tinued service to all,” 

Replying to Commander Ward, President Albert 
Goldman and Hxecutive Secretary Charles E. Reid, 
jointly, for the Board of Trade, expressed the Board’s 
pleasure at the co-operation of the Legion relative to 
the matter of the worn flags on the memorial trees, 
and assured the Legion that The Bronx Board of Trade 
will co-operate in every way possible in helping to 
have the destroyed trees replaced and damaged trees 
restored. 

President Goldman and Executive Secretary Reid 
also forwarded to Borough President Henry Bruck- 
ner and Park Commissioner Joseph P. Hennessy, a 
request on behalf of the Board of Trade, that they 
co-operate so that something may be done immediate- 
ly for the restoration of these memorial trees. 

At the meeting of the Board of Aldermen held on 
Tuesday, Noy. 27th, a resolution appropriating $10,000 
for the Park Department for the restoration of the 
existing memorial trees along the Concourse, and the 
purchase of 400 additional trees to replace those 
which have been destroyed, was adopted unanimously, 
and will soon come before the Board of Estimate for 
approval. 

The Bronx Board of Trade will follow up this mat- 
ter before the Board of Estimate in order that the ap- 
propriation may be made available at the earliest 
possible date for use in this very necessary work.

BOARD REPRESENTED AT COURT CON- 
GESTION HEARING 


On the evening of Wednesday, November 21st, the 
Municipal Court Commission, appointed by Governor 
Smith to investigate conditions in the Municipal 
Courts, as to calendar congestion, etc., held a public 
hearing at tbe Second District Municipal Court, 
162nd Street and Washington Avenue, 

Messrs Herbert A. Knox, Chairman, A. B. Morrison, 
and John Kadel, of the Law Committee of The Bronx 
Board of Trade were designated to attend the hearing 
on behalf of the Board. 


NEW TRAFFIC SIGNAL DEVICES 


Two Milliken Posts (Safety Posts), are to be sta- 
tioned in The Bronx in the near future. One is to be 
situated at Mosholu Parkway, at the end of The Con- 
course, and the other at 238rd Street and Webster 
Avenue. 

These Milliken Posts are so-called “Silent Police- 
men”, equipped with flashing light devices, (similar 
to those in Central Park), and are the first of a num- 
ber to be placed in various sections of The Bronx. 


NEW PROCEDURE FOR THOSE SEEKING 
CITIZENSHIP 


The U. 8S. Department of Labor has asked that the 
members of The Bronx Board of Trade and their 
friends be informed of a new method of conducting 
the preliminary examination of petitioners for final 
naturalization and their witnesses, which went into 
effect on December 1st: 

All persons desiring to file applications for final 
naturalization should obtain a “preliminary form for 
petition for naturalization” (Form No. 2214-NY), at 
the office of the U. S. Department of Labor, 154 Nas- 
sau Street. The required form may be obtained by 
making application there in person or by mail. It 
may also be obtained from the public evening schools 
and organizations which render free assistance to 
aliens. 

The preliminary application should be filled out 
completely and mailed to the Chief Naturalization 
Examiner, 154 Nassau Street, and it should be ac- 
companied by the applicant’s declaration of inten- 
tion or first paper. 

If it is found upon examination of the application 
that a certificate of arrival is required, it will be ob- 
tained. 

In due course, after the receipt of the application, 
the alien will be notified when and where to appear 
with his witnesses for preliminary examination, and 
after such examination he will be directed to go 
with his witnesses to the appropriate Court Clerk’s 
office in which to file his formal petition for natural- 
ization. 

The new plan has been adopted purely in the in- 
terests of foreign born persons who are seeking to 
become citizens, It is believed the examination of ap- 
plicants and witnesses prior to the filing of the formal 
petition will reduce to a minimum the denial of peti- 
tions on technical grounds. 


GUIDE FOR MAKING “LEFT HAND” 
TURN 


The Bronx Board of Trade is officially informed 
by Captain John HE. McGrath, of Traffic Precinct “C”, 
in reply to a query, that the practice of the police 
traffic officers in The Bronx with relation to left 
hand turns is as follows: 

“At traffic posts where semaphores are in service, 
the practice is to let the motorist make the left hand 
turn in front of the traffic officer, what is known as 
the short turn. 

“At traffic posts where there is no semaphore and 
the regulation is carried on by whistle or hand sig- 
nals the motorist is directed to make the turn in the 
rear of the officer, what is called the long turn.”

EXPORT DECLARATION REQUIRED ON 
FOREIGN “P. P.””, PACKAGES 


The attention of our members is ealled to the follow- 
ing Post Office Regulation, recently promulgated : 

“In order to enable the Department of Commerce to 
compile statistics of exports by mail, postmasters will 
hereafter require business firms mailing packages of 
merchandise valued at over $25.00 to foreign coun- 
tries and non-contiguous possessions, to fill out a 
postal export declaration. 

“Export declarations are only required for goods 
mailed for commercial purposes and not for pack- 
ages addressed to private consumers. One declaration 
may include any number of packages mailed by one 
firm on the same day to the same country.”

All the inconvenience of congested traffic is elimi- 
nated, an advantage that can hardly be over-estimated. 
Very many suburban motorists have refrained from 
visiting previous National Shows through disinclina- 
tion to getting into the dense traffic of lower New 
York. 

The 1924 Exposition, for the first time in many 
years, is a “one-floor”’ Show. The drill hall of the 
big Armory affords the most enormous sweep of space 
of any building in the world—600 feet in one direc- 
tion and 300 feet in the other. At the highest point 
the roof is 120 feet from the floor. In this vast ex- 
panse of display space there is not a pillar or other 
obstruction. 

Between 400 and 500 complete cars designed for 
1924 are on display, and all these have plenty of free 
space, in addition to the products of a great number 
of accessory manufacturers, while leaving ample 
promenades for the thousands of visitors. 

The preparation of the drill hall for the National 
Automobile Show was the greatest job of interior 
decorating for a one-week display ever undertaken. 


Blue and gold are the prevailing colors in the deco- 
rative scheme, which is the most elaborate ever adopt- 
ed for a National Automobile Show. There are plenty 
of other colors, of course, presented by the motor 
cars themselves, which at Show time blossom out in 
all the colors of the rainbow. Against this is the 
gleaming white of the statuary forming the architec- 
tural courts that replace the spaces allotted to the 
various makes of cars in previous exhibitions. 

To increase the artistic effect, there is no physical 
separation of the spaces, as in most of the previous 
Shows. Instead, the groups of statuary merely indi- 
cate the corners and rear of the spaces, while lines on 
the floor mark the limits. As at no other Show, 
therefore, visitors are at liberty to wander with com- 
plete freedom and much better able to make close 
comparisons of the various makes of cars, especially 
those whose spaces adjoin. 

The main statuary in each court is a replica of the 
“Goddess of Transportation,” modelled especially for 
this display. To break up the straight line appear- 
ance, these statues are in varying heights, a new note 
in decorative effect and one that adds greatly to the 
beauty of the whole exhibition. The names of the cars 
are cut into the tablets that support the main statues. 

Around the lower walls are a series of paintings in 
imitation of tapestry, showing the growth of trans- 
portation in America from the early days and sup- 
plementing two immense paintings, each 60 by 40 
feet, that are hung on the north and south ends of 
the drill hall. 

Inside the drill hall, at the entrance to the Show, 
is a Court of Columns, a series of pillars in imitation 
of ivory, with a background of blue plush. In the 
embrasures are plaster plaques modelled from famous 


paintings. “The Landing of the Pilgrims,” and the 
Lewis and Clark Expedition to the Pacific Coast are 
two of the subjects, the other two being mythological.

January 2nd. 

The automobiles which participated in the race 
were from the Stevens Institute Museum, and con- 
sisted of the oldest automobiles in existence, in good 
working order. 

In the contest were the following cars their year 
of birth and their driver and mechanician: De Dion 
Bouton, 1900, A. S. Kasdan and Al Ganz; Panhard, 
1899, H. V. Courtney and Fred Boehling; C. G. V., 1900, 
Herman Swoboda and Frank Arlinghaus; Darracq.

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Prosperous Business Conditions in The 


Bronx Will Continue Through 1924

President, The Bronx Board of Trade 


The final tabulation of the amounts involved in new 
buildings and alterations for which plans were filed in 
The Bronx in 1923, according to Hon. Patrick J. 
Reville, Superintendent of the Bureau of Buildings, 
Borough of The Bronx, shows a grand total of 128,- 
427,577, an increase of $16,000,000 over the figures 
for 1922, a new record-breaking mark. 

This great amount of building activity reflects itself 
in many ways, especially in making business good for 
local merchants, since wages in the building trades 
are high, there are many employed, and with the 
prospect of continued employment, they are spending 
freely, and for the first time in several years, Bronx 
merchants in 1923 experienced a condition akin to 
old-time ‘“‘prosperity.” 

This continued building activity and employment, 
for there was little unemployment in The Bronx in 
1923, also reflects itself in the increase in commer- 
cial buildings and stores in The Bronx. 

It is also to be noted that, generally speaking, 
Bronx merchants are awakening to the possibilities of 
scientific window dressing and illumination and the 
general “tone” of our stores, in every section of The 
Bronx, is improving. This a very good sign. 

There is also a noticeably increased spirit of co- 
operation among merchants in the various principal 
retail merchandising sections of The Bronx. 

To sum up, I feel that The Bronx advanced greatly 
along industrial and economic lines in 1923, and there 
seems no good reason why 1924 should not see the 
continuance of this progressiveness. 

Mr. George Price, real estate appraiser and opera- 
tor, in a recent statement, also predicts a continuance 
of good business conditions in The Bronx. He says, 
in part: 

“Brokers, operators, builders and investors all agree 
that the year just closing has been one of the most 
successful in the real estate history of The Bronx. 
16,934 conveyances were recorded up to December 
24th, which indicates an active market. Plans were 
filed for the erection of 5,634 buildings, 3,475 of which 
were for dwelling purposes, some containing stores, 
and 1,159 were for business and industrial purposes, 
which indicates that there is an awakening to the 
importance of The Bronx as an industrial and com- 
mercial center as well as a desirable place to live. 

“Throughout the entire year there has been a ready 
market for all classes of property, particularly indus- 
trial property, of which I have sold more than in any 
previous year. 

“As to 1924, I am naturally optimistic, and from 
present indications I predict a decided improvement 
over 1923.” 

Mr. Matthias Niewenhous, President of Niewenhous 
Co., Inc., builders. also is enthusiastic concerning the 
prospects for 1924. He says, in part: 

“Construction work throughout the country, and 
particularly in New York City, has been carried on 
during the year 1923 without any very apparent slack- 
ening at seasons. In fact, building work is now going 
ahead this winter on a tremendous scale, and the de- 
mand for skilled labor is far greater than the supply. 


Despite the fact that more buildings were erected in 
1923 than ever before, I believe that the total cost and 
volume of work to be executed in 1924 will exceed 
that of 1923. 


“It is my opinion that in the fall of 1924 the vol- 
ume of new work projected will be far below that of 
the year 1923, and I then believe that shortly there- 
after new work will proceed on a more normal basis.” 

Mr. H. S. Brown, Vice-President of L. M. Blum- 
stein Department Store, viewing conditions from the 
standpoint of the merchant, says: 


“The year 1923, just closing, with greater volume 
of business, is indicative of the prosperous and healthy 
condition of The Bronx. The middle and laboring 
classes, who constitute the biggest part of our trade, 
are spending more generously on better grades of 
merchandise. 


“Acting always as a conservative, it is most un- 
usual for me to prophesy, but The Bronx, in its rapid 
state of development, has so filled me with enthusi- 
asm that, along with others, I hope for and see 1924 
as an unprecedented year for Bronx merchants.” 

Mr. H. J. B. Willis, Vice-President of The Bronx 
National Bank, likewise predicts continued prosperity 
in 1924. He says: 

“The outlook for 1924 in the matter of prosperity 
by far exceeds that of 1923. Particular attention 
should be called to the pessimist, and we are very 
thankful in having in this country very few, except 
those who are imported, that the situation brought 
about by the increased transportation facilities, par- 
ticularly as to the splendid showing in the past year 
to eighteen months that has been made by our rail- 
roads, together with the increased facilities that we 
have in the matter of automobile trucking transpor- 
tation, has, in my opinion, brought about an economic 
change which is going to make the year 1924 one of 
our banner years.” 

Mr. Louis H. Werner, Vice-President of the Central 
Union Gas Co., demonstrates his enthusiasm as to the 
future before The Bronx as follows: 

“No matter how great has been the development of 
The Bronx during the last decade, I am of the opin- 
ion that the growth of this territory will be as great, 
if not greater, during the next decade. * * * 


“God, in his wisdom, gave to us shores that give 
every advantage to large business undertakings that 
can be provided with most unusual dock and bull- 
head facilities. Man has contributed and taken ad- 
vantage of these gifts by giving to us railroad facili- 
ties of every description, unusually attractive streets 
and broad and park-like boulevards, the Grand Con- 
course as one illustration. 

“Our splendid Board of Trade is constantly on the 
alert to foster and aid in all manner of improvements 
that will inure to the benefit of The Bronx and pre- 
vent there coming here anything that would detract 
from the attractiveness of our Borough. 

“The Bronx has grown and will continue to grow 
through personal effort and the co-operation of our 
civic bodies and the influence of our newspapers.” 
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NEW BRONX FIRE ALARM STATION 
NOW IN OPERATION 


Having been thrown open for public inspection 
from January 2nd to 5th, the new Bronx Fire Alarm 
Telegraph Bureau Headquarters, at East 180th Street 
and Bronx Park Avenue, the “last word” in fire 
alarm stations, is now in operation. 


On Sunday, January 6, the “throw over” from the 
old central office on East 176th Street, took place and 
the station began operation. 

The new station has been designed and equipped 
to meet the fire alarm needs of The Bronx for the 
next 100 years. It is a great improvement over the 
antiquated central alarm station which was opened 
in this Borough 20 years ago to meet the fire alarm 
requirements of the old 23rd and 24th Wards. For 
years, previously, alarms of fire from The Bronx were 
received in the old Manhattan central office. The 
first office to open in this Borough was in charge of 
Reuben E. Bouten, since retired from the service 
after reaching the age limit of 70. 

Instead of 19 alarm box circuits now connected 
to the old office in the 176th Street fire station, the 
new central office in Bronx Park will open with 50 
circuits. This will enable the fire alarm officials to 
relieve much of the overloading on the existing cir- 
cuits and when the new central station is running 
full blast, there will be no more than 10 alarm boxes 
to a circuit, thus reducing the possibility of inter- 
ference when more than one box on a given circuit 
is pulled at the same moment. 

Fire alarms from either public or the private alarm 
boxes of the Borough will be received in the new 
station in the following ways: 


1. The alarm will sound on a buzzer connected 
to the particular circuit over which the alarm box is 

tolling off the number of the fire box “pulled.” 
_ 2. The alarm will register by perforating a paper 
tape, each stroke of the alarm punching a pin hole 
in the tape. 

3. The alarm will flash a tiny red lamp on the 
receiving board. 


The new plant is so constructed that 22 different 
alarms may be received over as many different cir- 
cuits at the same instant, if ever that number of 
alarm boxes should be pulled simultaneously. 

Within ten seconds after the hook is pulled in a 
public or private box, the alarm will be striking on 
the bells of every engine house in The Bronx.

BRIDGE OR TUNNEL ACROSS HUDSON 
AT RIVERDALE RECOMMENDED 


To the Port of New York Authority, which recently 
held a series of hearings on the matter of additional 
bridges over and or tunnels under the Hudson River, 
the following official communication was sent by The 
Bronx Board of Trade: 

“The Bronx Board of Trade desires to record itself 
as being very much in favor of a railroad tunnel to 
connect up The Bronx and New Jersey. 

“We favor the location of a railroad freight tunnel 


between New Jersey and The Bronx in connection 
with the comprehensive plan for the development, of 
the Port of New York, on account of the fact that if 
anything happened to congest the tunnel connecting 
up Staten Island and Brooklyn, or that connecting up 
New Jersey, Manhattan and Queens (the Pennsylva- 
nia tunnel) there would still be a Northern route avail- 
able for belt-line purposes. 

“The Bronx Board of Trade is also in favor of the 
construction of a vehicular tunnel or a vehicular 
bridge across the Hudson River, somewhere near 
Riverdale, The Bronx, either as a part of the com- 
prehensive plan, or as an independent structure.”

FOUNDATION WORK ON BRONX 
S. P. C. C. HOME STARTED 


In the latter part of December, work was started 
on the foundation for the new home of The Bronx 
County Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children, on the east side of the Grand Concourse, 
at McClellan Street, and the officers and members of 
the Society are looking forward eagerly to the date 
when it will be ready for occupancy. 

Since its inception in 1915, The Bronx S. P. C. C. 
has leased the building it now oecupies, at 355 Kast 
137th Street. This building has accommodations for 
only 30 children, and during the past few years has 
proved inadequate for the demands placed on the 
society. 

“We have often been forced to plead with the 
judges to rush the cases of children and have had 
to release children who should have remained longer 
in the institution,’ said Mr. Frederick A. Wurzbach, 
President, recently discussing the new building. 

The building, a three-story structure, is designed 
to care for from 75 to 100 children. It is to be of 
terra cotta brick, with limestone trimmings and a 
green tile roof. Its site on the Concourse includes 
11 lots. 

“The new home will cost approximately $250,000,” 
said Mr. Wurzbach. “Of this amount $150,000 has 
already been raised by subscription, and we are con- 
fident that by fall of 1924, when it is scheduled to 
be completed, we will have received the remaining 
$100,000 from Bronxites interested in the cause of 
child welfare.”

MAYOR HYLAN SENDS GOOD WISHES 
TO OUR MEMBERS 


Replying to a holiday greeting sent to Mayor John 
F’.

CITY WILL TAKE TITLE TO NEW 
HOSPITAL SITE THIS MONTH 


At the meeting of the Board of Estimate on Decem- 
ber 7th, there was read a report of the Corporation 
Counsel stating that the preparation and entry of the 
final decree in the proceedings to acquire the site at 
Kast 167th Street for the new Bronx Municipal Hos- 
pital, which would vest title in the City, had been de- 
ferred, in the belief that the awards are excessive. 

This matter was referred to the Committee of the 
Whole of the Board of Estimate, which considered it 
on Wednesday, December 12th, and at another meet- 
ing on Monday, December 17th. 

A large delegation from our Board was present to 
urge the completion of the proceedings, in order that 
the Hospital might be built at once, but they were not 
allowed to address the Board of Estimate beyond 
making one or two short statements. 

At the meeting of the Committee of the Whole on 
December 17th, on Borough President Bruckner’s mo- 
tion, the matter was reported out and placed on the 
calendar for December 21st, that the City might vest 
title immediately, and, if necessary, appeal from the 
award. 

At the meeting of the Board of Estimate on De- 
cember 21st, a resolution was adopted recommending 
the vesting of title on January 17th, and directing the 
Secretary of the Board to notify the Corporation 
Counsel to appeal.

BIG ESTATE FOR PARK

Park, opposite the Rice Memorial Playfield, is once 
more being offered to the City for acquisition as an 
addition to Pelham Bay Park.

Proceedings at Annual Meeting of 


The Bronx Board of Trade 


At the Annual Meeting of The Bronx Board of Trade, 
which was held at the Board rooms, 187th Street and 
Third Avenue, The Bronx, on Wednesday evening, 
January 28rd there took place the annual election 
of Officers for the ensuing year, the election of ten 
members of the Board of Directors, and the presen- 
tation of the Annual Report of Executive Secretary 
Charles E. Reid. 

OFFICERS FOR 1924 

The following were elected to serve as Officers for 
the ensuing year: 

President, John M. Haffen; First Vice-President, 
Frederick A. Wurzbach; Secretary, Charles E. Reid; 
and Treasurer, Theodore S. Trimmer. 

The following were elected to the Board of Direc- 
tors, to serve until 1927: HWugene H. Rosenquest, 
Theodore S. Trimmer, George M. S. Schulz. John 
- Wynne, Henry Bruckner, Louis H. Werner, James 

Brackenridge, Elmer D. Coulter, Frederick A. Wurz- 
bach, and Archie B. Morrison. 

ADDRESS OF RETIRING PRESIDENT 

President Albert Goldman, who presided, in addres- 
sing the Board as retiring Chief Executive, and pre- 
ceding his greetings to the new Chief Executive, took 
occasion to review briefly some of the projects which 
have been fostered by the Board of Trade and ad- 
vanced materially during the past two years. 

He touched on the facts that work had been start- 
ed on the $7,500,000 Bronx Municipal Terminal Mar- 
ket; that the State Barge Canal Terminal at 138th 
Street and Harlem River had been completed, and 
fully equipped; that material improvements had 
been made to the Grand Concourse, including the com- 
pletion of the 161st Street transverse road, the in- 
stallation of the traffic towers, and provision having 
been made for better lighting: that the City had fin- 
ally decided to alter High Bridge, that the State had 
taken the necessary action to make possible the 
straigthening of the channel of the Harlem River 
at Spuyten Duyvil, greatly advancing this project; 
that a site had been selected for the proposed Bronx 
Municipal Hospital, and the necessary plans prepared. 

Also, that the Yankee Stadium, the largest and 
most magnificent baseball plant in the World had 
been completed, and has become a wonderful asset 
to our Borough; that the Rice Stadium in Pelham 
Bay Park had been completed and turned over to the 


City; that the Concourse Plaza Apartment Hotel 
had been erected and its fine facilities made avail- 
able for large public assemblages; and that last, but 
not least, the greatest Automobile Show of all time 
had just come to a conelusion at the World’s largest 
Armory, in The Bronx. 

In closing, he called attention to the gain that had 
been made in membership, and the growth in power 
and influence that had been attained by the Board, 
and extended his thanks to Executive Secretary

Charles E, Reid for his devotion to his duties and 
willing co-operation at all times with the Officers and 
Directors in carrying on the work of the Board. 

Then turning to Mr. John M. Haffen, the newly- 
elected President, Mr. Goldman pledged the support 
of himself and his Fellow-Officers and Directors to the 
new administration. 

ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT HAFFEN 

The newly-elected President, in replying, thanked 
Mr. Goldman and others for their offers of assist- 
ance to him in his new capacity, and also thanked the 
membership of the Board of Trade generally for their 
support of his candidacy, and pledged his best thoughts 
and activities to making the Board of Trade the Jlar- 
ger and even more influential organization it should 
be. 

He stated that while he did not attempt to lay 
out any program of major activities for the Board, 
there were several things to which it must devote a 
sreat deal of attention during the year. 

First, the Board must do everything possible to 
secure from Congress, at this session, an appropriation 
to build a Federal Building in The Bronx, to house 
The Bronx Central Post Office. 

Also, the Board must, if it can, in 1924, prevail on 
the New York Central Railroad Company to com- 
mence the construction of its proposed new station at 
149th Street and Mott Avenue, or, at least, to approp- 
riate the monies necessary. Mr. Haffen continued 
in part: 

“As work progresses on our Municipal Terminal 
Market, we must use our strongest influence on the 
Port of New York Authority in order to secure au- 
thorization immediately and get construction work 


started on an industrial belt line or marginal rail- 
way for The Bronx connecting up this Market with the 
railroad terminals along the Harlem River and East 
River. 

“We must endeavor to secure provision from the 
Transit Commission, or other constituted authority, 
for adequate rapid transit facilities to serve the fu- 
ture needs, as well as the present needs, of our com- 
munity.. 


“We must use our strongest efforts to prevail upon 
the City authorities to vote an appropriation to con- 
struct a new building for the Department of Health 
Offices in our Borough to replace the. totally’ inade- 
quate quarters which they now occupy. 


“We must keep in constant touch with proceedings 
relative to our new Municipal Market and new Muni- 
cipal Hospital, to see to it that construction work 
progresses as rapidly as possible in 1924. 

“We must continue to co-operate with the Borough 
and City Officials relative to the improvement of 
the Grand Concourse, in order that the Transverse 
Roads necessary at various points may be con- 
structed as soon as possible. Of these new Trans- 
verse Roads, the one at Fordham Road at this time 
seems thé most necessary and work on this should 
be started in 1924. 


“Other things on which we should continue our per- 
sistent activities are: the improvement of the Harlem 
River; the development of The Bronx as a seaport, 
with additional dock and terminal facilities; develop- 
ment of the outlying sections of the Borough, to keep 
pace with the constantly increasing population; im- 
proved traffic regulations on the more important 
thoroughfares; and a continuing program to provide 
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The Bronx with the publie elementary and high schools 
necessary to accommodate its juvenile population.” 
BPXECUTIVE SECRETARY'S ANNUAL REPORT 

In bis annual report, Executive Secretary Charles 
i. Reid briefly reviewed the events of the year as 
they affected the Borough,City, State and Nation, and 
the growth in population of Bronx Borough, to a fig- 
ure approximating the 900,000 mark, making it the 
sixth city in the Nation in population and predicting 
that by 1925 the population would reach a million, 
with additional million increments for each of the two 
decades following, giving a population of 3,000,000 in 
1945. 

He predicted that while 1923 had been one of the 
most successful in the real estate history of The Bronx 
1924 would surpass last year, and that now that the 
Bronx River improvement is under way and work will 
start on the Harlem River improvement next summer, 
there will be an increased demand for industrial and 
commercial space in The Bronx in 1925 and sueceeed- 
ing years. 

He also predicted that while in 1923 the monies put 
into new buildings in The Bronx had reached a new 
high level, an even greater amount would be spent 
on housings in The Bronx in 1924, through the influ- 
ence of tax exemption and its possible further ex- 
tension beyond the Spring of this year. 


Next, Mr. Reid reviewed the part which The Bronx 
Board of Trade had played in promoting The Bronx 
“Borough Day” Celebration in June 1923: in advane- 
ing the new Bronx Municipal Hospital project; in 
working for a Bronx Post Office; in co-operating with 
the builders and managers of the Concourse Plaza 
Apartment Hotel; in working for additional public 
elementary and high school accommodations: in en- 
deavoring to have the New York Central Railroad 
Company build its 149th Street Station; and in co- 
operating with Borough and City officials in the de- 
velopment of the Grand Concourse. 

He also referred to the opening of the Yankee Stad- 
ium last April, and the part played by The Bronx 
Board of Trade in that official opening, and also to a 
proposition under consideration to hold a “Bronx Day” 
at the Stadium each year, in June. 

Next, reference was made to conventions and mect- 
ings at which The Bronx Board of Trade was repre- 
sented last year, also public hearings and conferences : 
and there were enumerated the names of organ- 
izations with which the Board of Trade had co-oper- 
ated in many activities, 

Mr. Reid also touched briefly on the principal ac- 
tivities of the various Bureaus and Standing and 
Special Committees of the Board, pointing out those 
activities which had been of material benefit to the 
Borough. 

In conclusion, Mr. Reid called attention to the 
need for more industries in The Bronx, to provide 
regular and profitable employment for the ever in- 
creasing population that is coming so fast to the 
Borough; the necessity for a new building for the 
Department of Health; the need for new schools; 
and the need for sufficient facilities for the proper 
care of the sick and the protection of the health 
of our citizens. 

He then thanked the press of the Borough and City 
for the publicity that had been given to Bronx matters, 
the members of the office staff of the Board of Trade 
for their co-operation, and the Chairmen and Mem- 
bers of the various Bureaus and Committees for their 


co-operation and support for the activities of the 
Board.

“To our retiring President, Albert Goldman, who 
has given the best that is in him at all times, and 
for many years, for the betterment and improvement 
of The Bronx, do I wish at this time to extend my 
heartfelt thanks and appreciation for the kindly 
manner in which he has greeted and counseled me 
in the work of our Board of Trade. It has always 
been his pleasure to aid wherever and whenever 
possible in pushing to completion Bronx improvements. 
Our relationship at all times has been most cordial. 
Although leaving the high office he has held for the 
past two years. Mr. Goldman continues to serve as a 
Director, so that The Bronx Board of Trade will 
still have his valued aid.” 


Messrs Philip J. Schneider, John J. Duffy, George 
Samuels, George Price, and Louis W. Blum acted as 
Inspectors of Election, receiving and canvassing the 
ballots. 

Following the announcement of the results of the 
elections, President-elect John M. Haffen was es- 
corted to the rostrum by Messrs Philip J. Kearns and 
Surrogate George M. S. Sehulz; and First Vice Presi- 
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dent-elect Frederick <A. Wurzbach was escorted 
thereto by Messrs John J. Duify and Rey. William 
H, Kephart. Each received an ovation. 


Immediately preceding the address by President 
Haffen, Dr. Kephart, in a most forceful little talk 
defined the meaning of our Board of Trade and ex- 
pressed the appreciation of his fellow members of 
the services that Mr. Goldman had rendered the 
Board during his incumbeney. ‘ 

First Vice-President Frederick A. Wurzbach, called 
on for a few remarks by President Haffen, thanked 
the members for their support of his candidacy, and 
congratulated the Board on having selected Mr, Haf- 
fen as President. He also expressed his personal ap- 
preciation of the good work done by the retiring 
President, Mr. Goldman. 


MR. C. LEE COOK ADDRESSES BOARD’S 
JANUARY LUNCHEON 


Approximately three hundred members of The Bronx 
Board of Trade and their friends gathered at the Con- 
course Plaza on Wednesday, January 30th, at the 
January Luncheon of the Board, to hear an address 
on “Taxation” by Mr. C. Lee Cook, of Louisville, Ky., 
a nationally famous business man, who has achieved 
distinction along many lines, despite the fact that 
he has been a helpless criple since infancy, never hay- 
ing walked a step in his life. 

Prominent among those present were the members 
of The Bronx Lions Club, who turned out approximate- 
ly fifty strong, and the Rotary Club of The Bronx, 
who also turned out in goodly numbers. 

President John M. Haffen, who presided at the Lun- 
cheon, thanked the Lions and Rotarians for their 
co-operation, on behalf of the Board of Trade, in his 
introductory remarks as Toastmaster. 

Mr. Cook, because of his affliction, sat in a special- 
ly-designed wheelchair at the head of the table, and, 
despite the handicap under which he labored, he held 
the attention of all present as he developed his topic, 
through sheer force of argument, as well as through 
the strong appeal of a magnetic personality. 

Prefacing his remarks by the declaration that he 
was an optimist, but that he did not let his optimism 
blind him with regard to a serious situation that con- 
fronts the Nation, Mr. Cook went into the question 
of the war debts which England, France, Italy, and 
Belgium owe this country, and predicted that the 
very fundamentals ‘of international relationship 
would be seriously threatened if we do not insist on 
the repayment of these debts. 
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If they are not repaid, the taxpayers of this Nation 
will be the ultimate bearers of the burden. 

Next, Mr. Cook touched on the great prosperity of 
our country, warning his audience, however, of the 
necessity of keeping a balance between general pros- 
perity and prosperity among the agricultural popula- 
tion. 

Reverting to the question of the National indebted- 
ness, and the indebtedness of the States, which he 
estimated totalled about $30,000,000,000, Mr. Cook 
pointed out that the funding of the allied debt eould 
mean, for one instance, a higher stewardship as con- 
cerns our criminal and dependent classes, or a great 
system of national highways. As for the State debts, 
he said we must try to get a little more meaning out 
of the dollar, to require a higher efficiency from our 
public officials, to keep these down. , 

Mr. Cook also decried the tendency of the National 
Government to meddle with business, developing a 
paternalism that interferes with business progress, 
urging, as a step toward a cure, a return to the Con- 
stitution. He advocated the compulsory learning of 
the wording of this great document in our publie 
schools, or, at least, of the Preamble.

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IMPORTANT TOPICS DISCUSSED AT 
PHILADELPHIA MEETING 


National Councillor James Brackenridge, who was 
a member of the delegation that represented The 
Bronx Board of Trade at the recent meeting of the 
Mastern Division of the U. 8S. Chamber of Commerce, 
has filed the following interesting report thereon: 

The Mid-year Meeting of the Hastern Division of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States, held in 
Philadelphia Thursday and Friday, January 17th and 
18th, was attended by the President of The Bronx 
Board of Trade,Albert Goldman, Executive Secretary 
Charles E. Reid and National Councillor James 
Brackenridge, The meetings of the convention were 
held in Witherspoon Hall and were presided over 
by A. ©. Bedford, Chairman of the Board, Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey. The main topics con- 
sidered were, Transportation, Taxation, Merchant 
Marine, and Immigration. 

The first subject discussed, Transportation, was 
introduced by Col. Geo. A. Post, and the principal 
address was made by Mr. Samuel Rea, President of 
the Pennsylvania System. Mr. Rea’s address was 
very interesting. He stated that while 1923 had 
been the best year the roads had ever experienced, 


so far as volume of business was concerned, the 
total revenue for the year was no greater than 


in 1913, in spite of tremendous outlay for extensions 
and improvements. 

He felt that some relief was absolutely necessary 
and that it could only come in one of four ways, 
each of which he discussed at length. The four were 
as follows: 

Through an adjustment of rates. 
Through a reduction in price of labor. 
Through a reduction in taxes. 

Thruugh greater efficiency in operation. 

He also made the interesting point, that while the 
proposed Mellon Plan offered no hope of reduction 
to the railroads, he was personally in favor of the 
plan because it would give investors more money 
with which to buy railroad securities. 

The next topic, that of Taxation, was introduced 
by Under-Secretary Winston of the United States 
Treasury, and discussed by Mr. John H. Mason, 
Chairman of the Board, Bank of North America and 
Trust Company, Philadelphia. Both of these addres- 
ses were endorsements of the Mellon plan. 

On Friday morning, the general topic was the Mer- 
chant Marine, outlined very clearly by Mr. Norman B. 
Beecher, former Amiralty Counsel, United States 
Shipping Board. Mr. Beecher is one of the greatest

authorities on the subject in the United States, and ! 


his address was very illuminating and most interest- 
ing. 
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In the afternoon, the topic was that of Immigration, 
introduced by Hon. E. J. Henning, Assistant Secretary 
of Labor, and discussed by Mr. Louis 8S. Foulkes of 
Rochester. 

An informal dinner was held Thursday evening, 
at which a very instructive address was made by Mr. 
Julius 8S. Barnes, Pres. Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. The conference was well attended, 
there being about four hundred representatives pres- 
ent from the various States represented iu the Kast- 
ern Division. 


CONCOURSE TRAFFIC TOWERS NOW IN 
OPERATION 


On Thursday, January 24th, the first of the Con- 
course Traffic Towers was placed in operation, that 
at Fordham Road, with the others to follow as rap- 
idly as completely equipped. 

The Fordham Road tower is the “master tower,” 
and according to the lights flashed from this tower 
the officers at the other towers will set their lights. 

The system of signals is the same as that employed 
on Fifth Avenue, namely: red, indicating that all 
trafic must stop; yellow, signalling north and south- 
bound traffic to proceed; and green, allowing east 
and westbound traffic to proceed. 

Under the present schedule of signals the red light 
stops all traffic lines for ten seconds; the yellow light 
releases the north and south traffic lines for one min- 
ute and 30 seconds; and the green light allows the 
east and west traffiic to continue on its way for 40 
seconds. 

When the system is finally in full working order, 
the towers will be in operation from 8 a. m. to 12 m. 
weekdays, and from 10 a. m. to 12 m. on Sundays and 
holidays. 
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NEW BUILDINGS HERE IN 1923 TO 
COST OVER $128,000,000 


The Annual Report of the Hon. Patrick J. Reville, 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Buildings of The 
Bronx, shows that the amount put into new buildings 
_ and alterations in The Bronx in 1923 attained a new 
record breaking mark. 

During the year, 3,067 plans were filed, for 5,472 
new buildings, with estimated costs placed at $122.,- 
731,208; and-5,081 plans were filed, for 5,122 altera- 
tions, with. estimated! costs placed at $5,696,374, a 
grand total of $128,427,577, an increase of $16,000,000 
over the 1922 figures. 

Since the beginning of the tax exemption period 
to the end of 19238, plans were filed in The Bronx for 
1,182 Tenements, to house 42,622 families, with estima- 
ed costs of $158,326,000 and 9,716 dwellings to house 
13,989 families, with estimated costs of $76,745,490.

BOARD OF TRADE OPPOSES PROPOSED 
CHANGE IN NAME FOR CONCOURSE 


When the proposition first came before the Board of 
Aldermen last year, The Bronx Board of Trade vig- 
orously opposed changing the name of the Grand Bou- 
levard and Concourse, The Bronx, to “Memorial 
Parkway.” 


This action was taken by the Board of Trade on the 
recommendation of its Civic Bureau and Special Com- 
mittee on Grand Concourse. 

Now that the matter is once more before the Board 
of Aldermen, The Bronx Board of Trade, on the recom- 
mendation of the same two agencies, has once more 
signified its opposition to the proposed change. 

To President Murray Hulbert of the Board of AI- 
dermen, Vice President William T. Collins, and to the 
Chairman of the Aldermanic Committee on Thorough- 
fares, Alderman Atwell, the Board of Trade has sent 
the following communication : 

“In 1928, when the Board of Aldermen had under 
consideration the proposition of changing the name of 
the Grand Boulevard and Concourse, The Bronx, to 
“Memorial Parkway.” our Board of Trade ecommuni- 
eated to your Board its opposition to the proposed 
change. 

Now that the matter has once more came up in 
the Board, we desire to reiterate our opposition, and 
would request that we be given notice of any public 
hearing on the proposition, in order that we may be 
heard in opposition.” 

To the eight Bronx members of the Board of Alder- 
men, The Bronx Board of Trade has sent the following 
letter, urging their personal opposition to the pro- 
posed change of name: 

“Our Civie Bureau and our Special Committee on 
Grand Coneourse both have given serious considera- 
tion to the proposition of changing the name of the 
Grand Boulevard and Concourse to “Memorial Park- 
way.” 

“The recommendation of these two agencies of our 
Board, which recommendation has been approved by 
the Board of Directors, is that we oppose vigorously 
any proposition to change the name of this thorough- 
fare. 

“We feel that it would be to the best interests of 
The Bronx to defeat this proposition, and urge your 
co-operation in the premises.” 


BOARD SEEKS BEST POSSIBLE BUS 
SERVICE ON CONCGURSE 


Since the Concourse Bus Line ceased operation, 
there have been several propositions put forth to 
replace the service, including a projected line under 
City supervision and operation.

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By-Laws of The Bronx Board of Trade 


(As amended and in force on February 1, 1924.) 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME AND PURPOSES 

Section 1. Pursuant to an order of the Supreme 
Court, entered and filed in the County of New York 
on the 28th day of December, 1914, the name of this 
Corporation was changed from “North Side Board of 
Trade” to “THE BRONX BOARD OF TRADE, Inc.” 

Sec. 2. In addition to the particular objects and 
purposes set forth in the Certificate of Incorporation 
filed and recorded on the 8th day of November, 1909, 
it shall be the object of ‘“‘The Bronx Board of Trade” 
to bring into the closest unity the civic, industrial, 
commercial, professional, property and trafiic inter- 
ests of the community, to the end that by concentra- 
tion, the power and energy of the community may be- 
come an irressistible force for the material upbuilding 
and advancement of the Borough of The Bronx, in the 
City of New York. 

ARTICLE II 
OFFICE AND SEAL 

Section 1. The principal office for the transaction 

of the business and affairs of the Board of Trade 


shall be in the Borough of The Bronx, City of 
New York. 
Sec. 2. The office of the Board of Trade shall 


be kept open daily from 9 o’clock A. M. to 5 o’clock 
P. M., except on Saturdays, when it may be closed 
at noon; and except on Sundays and legal holidays. 

Sec. 3. The seal of The Bronx Board of Trade, 
Ine., shall. be designed and inscribed as follows: 
Two concentric circles, between the circumferences of 
which shall be th e words The Bronx Board of Trade, 
Ine., in the City of New York, and within the inner 
circle, shall be a view of a bridge spanning a river, 
and the words Organized March 6th, 1894. Incor- 
porated November 8, 1909. 


ARTICLE III 
MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1, Any reputable person, firm or enrp- 
oration interested in the general welfare of the 
Borough of The Bronx, shall be eligible to membership. 

Sec. 2. Applications for membership shall be 
in writing, signed by the applicant, and forwarded 
to the Secretary, who shall promptly refer the same 
to the Membership Committee. The said Membership 
Committee shall, after due investigation, report 
npon such applications with recommendations, to 
the Board of Directors, and upon the affirmative 
vote of a majority of the Directors, present at any 
meeting of the Board of Directors, they shall be 
favorably reported to the Board of Trade at its 
next regular meeting; and a two-thirds vote of the 
members present and voting at such meeting, shall be 
necessary to an election to Membership. 

Sec. 3. Every firm or corporation upon election 
to membership shall designate a personal represn- 
tative. who, if approved by the Membership Com- 
mittee, the Board of Directors, and the Board of 
Trade shall be entitled to a voice and a vote in the 
Board of Trade. 

Sec. 4. Any person, firm or eorporation, elec- 
ted to membership, may acquire one or more ad- 
ditional memberships, by undertaking to pay the an- 
nual dues for each such additional membership; and 
may designate for each additional membership so 


acquired, a personal representative, who, if approved 
by the Membership Committee, the Board of Directors 
and the Board of Trade, shall be entitled to a voice 
and a vote in the Board of Trade. Hxcept as in 
this Section provided, additional memberships shall 
carry no additional voting power. 

Sec. 5. Membership dues shall be twenty-five 
($25) Dollars per annum, for each membership, pay- 
able in advance. The first year’s dues shall accom- 
pany the application for membership. No member de- 
clared delinquent as hereinafter provided shall have 
voice or vote in the Board of Trade. 

Sec. 6. The Board of Trade by a vote of two-thirds 
of the members in good standing present, at any reg- 
ular meeting, may censure, suspend, or expel any mem- 
ber for cause, provided, however, that no member 
shall be expelled, unless written charges have been 
preferred against such member, and opportunity for 
a hearing given as herein provided. At least ten days 
before such hearing, a copy of such charges and notice 
of hearing shall be delivered personally to the ac- 
cused, or mailed to such member, postage prepaid, 
addressed to the last known residence or place of busi- 
ness, aS Shown on the books of the Corporation.. 

Sec. 7. When the dues of any member shall re- 
main unpaid for four months, the Secretary shall re- 
port the fact in writing to the Board of Directors. The 
Board of Directors may declare such member delin- 
quent, whereupon the Secretary shall cause to be mail- 
ed to such member a notice of delinquency, together 
with a copy of this section. If said dues remain unpaid 
for thirty days thereafter the delinquent shall 
be dropped from membership, and a notice to that 
effect shall be posted on the bulletin board provided 
for the use of the Board of Trade. Any person, firm 
or corporation dropped from membership under the 
provisions of this section, may be restored to member- 
ship within six months thereafter by the Board of 
Directors. 

Src. 8. No member shall be considered in good 
standing, within the meaning of these By-Laws, who 
is under suspension, or who is delinquent for dues or 
otherwise, as herein provided. 

Sec. 9. Whenever notice is required by these By- 
laws to be given to any member, such notice shall 
be mailed, postage prepaid, addressed to the last 
residence or place of business of such member, as 
same appears upon the books of the Corporation, and 
notice, so mailed, shall be deemed sufficient notice. 


ARTICLE IV. 
ORGANIZATION 

Section 1. The Board of Directors shall for great- 
er efficiency establish, and may from time to time 
change, a classification of the membership of the Board 
of Trade into Divisions, according to the trade, in- 
dustry, profession or occupation of the respective 
member. 

Sec. 2. There shall be established and organized 
a Membership Council, which shall be composed of 
three delegates from each division, representing the 
composite membership of the Board of Trade. The 
members of each Division shall hold a meeting, at the 
call of the Secretary, in the month of September in 
each year. at which meeting the said delegates to the 
Membership Council shall be elected for a term of one 
year from the first day of October next ensuing. 

Sec, 38. The duties of the Membership Council shall 
be to meet at frequent intervals, at such times and 
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places as it may determine, to discuss subjects of 
public interest and importance; and to initiate sug- 
gestions which will tend to promote and secure the 
particular purposes and objects for which the Board 
of Trade exists. The Membership Council shall also 
consider and report upon such matters as shall be re- 
ferred to it by the Board of Directors; and on a date 
fixed by said Board of Directors, convene for con- 
ference therewith, once every three months; or 
oftener if required. 

Sec. 4. The powers of the Membership Council, 
except as in these By-Laws otherwise provided, shall 
be limited to discussion, deliberation and recommenda- 
tion to the Board of Directors, and the Board of Trade. 

Sec. 5. The First Vice- President shall be Chair- 
man of the Membership Council. The said Council 
may, from among its members, appoint such other 
officers and committees as may be necessary for the 
proper conduct of its business affairs. 

Sec. 6. There shall be established and organized 
by the Board of Directors, five Bureaus, as follows: 


1. Civic. 

2. Industrial. 

3. Publicity. 

4. Traffic and Waterways. 
5. Trade and Commerce. 


See. 7. Advisory supervision over each of said Bur- 
eaus shall be exercised by a Committee of Fifteen 
members, to be appointed by the President, of which 
a Vice-President, to be designated by the Board of Di- 
rectors, shall be Chairman. 


Sec. 8. There shall be the following Standing 


Committees, whose duties shall be, as indicated by 


their respective titles, viz: 
ey A Membership Committee of Fifteen Members. 
2. A Finance Committee of Fifteen Members. 
3. A Law Committee of Seven Members. 
Such Committees shall report to the Board of Di- 
rectors and to the Board of Trade when required; and 


may submit such recommendations as they deem 
_ proper, 
ARTICLE V. 
DIRECTORS AND OFFICERS 


Section 1. The government of The Bronx Board 
of Trade shall be vested in a Board of thirty Direc- 
tors, all of whom shall be residents or have business 
interests within the Borough of The Bronx. 

Sec. 2. There shall be the following officers, viz. 
A. President, six Vice-Presidents, who shall take prec- 
edence in order, as First, Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth 
and Sixth; a Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

Sec. 8. At the annual meeting in the month of 
January, 1915, there shall be elected from the member- 
ship of the Board of Trade thirty Directors. Immed- 
iately after such election, the said Directors shall be 
divided by lot, into three classes numerically equal. 
The terms of office of the Directors of the first class 
shall expire in one year, of the second class in two 
years, and of the third class in three years. The suc- 
cessors of the Directors of each class shall be elected 
for a term of three years, at subsequent annual meet- 
ings as hereinafter provided. 

Sec, 4. The President, the First Vice-President, the 
Secretary, and the Treasurer shall be elected from the 
membership of the Board of Trade at the annual 
meeting in each year, 

Src. 5. The Second, Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth 
Vice-Presidents shall be elected from and by the 
Board of Directors, at the first regular meeting of the 
said Board after the annual meeting in each year. 

SEc. 6. The Secretary and the Treasurer shall re- 
ceive such compensation for their services as may be 


fixed by the Board of Directors. The Secretary shall 
be exempt from the payment of annual dues. 

Src. 7. The Board of Directors shall have general 
charge and control of the business and property of the 
Corporation. They shall have power to order expen- 
ditures of money and to make contracts for the pur- 
poses and business of the Corporation, but shall not 
incur any debt in excess of the amount of money in 
the treasury. They shall cause to be audited all bills 
and claims against the Corporation, and, if approved, 
may direct payment thereof; provided, however, that 
salaries and rent may be paid on the approval and 
order of the President, or in his absence, upon the 
approval and order of a Vice-President or the Treas- 
urer. 

Sec, 8 The Board of Directors shall have power 
to employ such Managers, Agents, Clerks or other em- 
ployees, as they may deem necessary and also to de- 
termine the duties and fix the salaries of such employ- 
ees, and in their discretion discharge the same. 

Src. 9. The Board of Directors shall have power, 
upon its own initiative, or upon the recommendation 
of the Board of Trade or of any Bureau or Committee, 
or of the Membership Council, to take action on behalf 
of, and in the name of the Board of Trade, concerning 
any subject matter embraced within the purposes 
specified in Article I, Section 2 of these By-Laws. 

Sec 10. The President shall exercise general super- 
vision over the business and affairs of the Corporation. 
He shall preside at all meetings of the Board 
of Trade and of the Board of Directors. He shall 
appoint all Standing Committees, and all Special 
Committees, except as may be otherwise provided. 
He shall sign or attest all documents, eontracts 
or instruments, to which the seal of the Corp- 
oration shall be affixed. He shall make an annual 
report to the Board of Trade at its regular meeting 
held in December of each year, showing the eondition 
of the affairs of the Corporation, and making therein 
such recommendations as he may deem wise ; he may 
from time to time make such other reports to the 
Board of Trade or to the Board of Directors as he 
may consider necessary and proper. 

Spec. 11. In case of the absence or disability of the 
President, one of the Vice-Presidents, in order of 
precedence, shall discharge the duties of the office. 

Src 12. The Secretary shall be ex-officio Secretary 
of the Board of Directors, and of the Membership 
Council. He shall keep a correct roll of the member- 
ship, and an accurate record of all meetings and pro- 
ceedings of the Board of Trade and of the Board of 
Directors, in suitable books which shall belong to the 
Corporation. He shall cause due notice to be given 
of all meetings of the Board of Trade, of the Board 
of Directors, of the Membership Council, and of the 
Standing Committees. He shall have the custody of 
the seal of the Corporation, and of all books, records, 
documents, instruments, publications, and other pa- 
pers belonging to the Corporation. He shall collect all 
dues and other moneys payable to the Corporation, 
and shall promptly pay over to the Treasurer all 
moneys collected or received by him, for which 
he shall receive proper vouchers. He shall, under 
the direction of the Board of Directors, have gen- 
eral charge and management of the business and 
affairs of the Board of Trade, and shall have 
general supervision and control of the work of all 
members of the office staff and other employees of the 
Corporation. He shall perform such other duties as 
may be assigned to him by the Board of Directors, and 
shall give bond in such form and amount as may be 
required by the Board of Directors. 

Smc. 18. The Treasurer shall keep accurate ac- 
counts of receipts and disbursements, in suitable 
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books which shall belong to the Corporation. He shall 
deposit all moneys, securities and other valuables in 
the name of the Corporation, in such depositories as 
shall be designated by the Board of Directors. He 
shall disburse the funds of the Corporation, as au- 
thorized by the Board of Directors, and upon war- 
rants countersigned by the President and Secretary, 
except as otherwise provided by Article 5, Section 7 
of these By-Laws. He shall report to the Board of 
of Directors monthly, or oftener if required, and shall 
make an itemized report in writing, to the Board of 
Trade at the Annual Meeting, He shall give bond in 
such form and amount as may be required by the 
Board of Directors. 

Sec. 14. All Officers and Directors shall hold office 
until their successors are elected or appointed, and 
qualified. 

Src. 15. Vacancies occurring among the officers 
and directors during any year, shall be filled by the 
Board of Directors. A member appointed to fill a 
vacancy in the Board of Directors, shall serve only 
until the next Annual Meeting, when a successor shall 
be elected for such unexpired term. 


ARTICLE VI 
ELECTIONS 

Section 1. On the third Wednesday in the month of 
November, each year, the Secretary shall call a meet- 
ing of the Membership Council, upon at least five days’ 
written notice, for the purpose of nominating candi- 
dates for the offices to be filled at the ensuing annual 
election, which purpose shall be stated in the notice. 
The Membership Council shall thereupon nominate a 
candidate for each office, to be filled at such annual 
election, and shall promptly report such nominations 
to the Secretary. 

Src. 2. At least twenty days before the annual 
election, the Secretary shall cause to be posted on the 
bulletin board, a list of the candidates for office nom- 
nated by the Membership Council, pursuant to Sec- 
tion 1 of this Article. 

Sec, 38. Any twenty-five members, in good stand- 
ing, may by written certificate, subscribed by them. 
nominate candidates for any or all of the offices to be 
filled at the annual election. At least fifteen days be- 
fore such annual election, such certificate of nomina- 
tion shall be delivered to the Secretary, who shall 
forthwith post the same on the bulletin board. 


Sec. 4. At least five days before the annual election 
the Secretary shall cause to be printed and mailed 
to each member of the Board of Trade in good stand- 
ing, a ballot or ballots containing the names of all 
candidates for office nominated and posted, as herein 
provided. 


Sec. 5. At the annual election the polls shall be 
kept open from 4.30 o’clock P. M. to 5.30 o’clock P. M.; 
all voting shall be by ballot; a plurality of the votes 
east for any candidate, shall be necessary to eon- 
stitute an election. 


Sec. 6. The President shall at every election 
appoint five Inspectors of Election, who shall receive 
and canvass all ballots; and forthwith certify the 
resnlt to the Board of Trade. 

ARTICLE VII 
MEETINGS 

SEcTION 1. The annual meeting of the Corporation 
shall be held, pursuant to the Certificate of Inecor- 
poration, on the third Wednesday of December in 
each year, at 4 o’clock P M. 

Sec. 2. Regular meetings of the Board of Trade, for 
the transaction of business, shall be held in the rooms 
of the Corporation on the third Wednesday of January 
March, May, October and December, at 4 o’clock P. 
M. Whenever the day designated falls on a legal 
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holiday, the regular meeting shall be held on the fol- 
lowing day. ; 

Src. 3. Special meetings of the Board of Trade 
may be called at any time by the President or by the 
Board of Directors, and shall be called by the Secre- 
tary upon the written request of ten members in good 
standing. 

Src. 4. At least five days’ written notice of a spe- 
cial meeting shall be mailed to each member in good 
standing, which notice shall state the object of such 
meeting. No other business except such as is stated in 
such notice shall be transacted at any special meet- 
ing. 

Sec. 5. Twenty-five active members, in good stand- 
ing shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business at any regular or special meeting of the 
Board of Trade. 


Src. 6. Regular meetings of the Board of Directors 
shall be held at the office of the Corporation, on the 
second Wednesday of each month except July and 
August. 

Sec. 7. Special meetings of the Board of Directors 
may be called at any time by the President, and 
shall be called by the Secretary upon the written re- 
quest of five Directors. 

Sec. 8. One-third of the Board of Directors shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business, 
at any regular or special meeting of the Board of 
Directors. 

Sec. 9. At all meetings of the Board of Trade, the 
Order of Business shall be as follows: 


1. Reading of minutes of preceding meeting for 
approval. 
2. Reports of Officers. 
3. Reports of Standing Committees, 
4. Reports of Special Committees. 
5. Unfinished Business 
6. New Business. 
7. Miscellaneous Business. 


Src. 10. The order of business may be altered or 
suspended at any meeting by a majority vote of the 
members in good standing present. The usual parlia- 
mentary rules, as laid down in ‘‘Cushing’s Manual of 
Parliamentary Law,” shall govern all debates, when 
not in conflict with these By-Laws. 

Src. 11. Every motion or resolution which may be 
made or offered at any meeting shall, at the request 
of the Secretary or any member, be reduced to writing 
and delivered to the Secretary, before the question 
shall be put. 

Sec. 12. Any motion or resolution introduced at a 
general meeting of the Board of Trade, shall, upon 
request of ten members, be referred to the Board of 
Directors for consideration and report either to a sub- 
sequent meeting of the Board of Trade or to a special 
meeting thereof called for the purpose of taking action 
thereon. 

ARTICLE VIII 
EXCLUSION OF POLITICS 

Section 1. This Corporation shall not endorse any 
candidate for public office, nor use its influence in 
support of any political party or partisan measure. 
Any Officer or member who shall introduce a resolu- 
tion or motion at any meeting, designed to commit this 
Corporation in favor of any distinct political meas- 
ure, act or party, shall be subject to suspension or ex- 


pulsion, in accordance with the provisions of Article ~ 


8, Section 6, of these By-Laws. But nothing in this 
Article shall be construed to prevent this Corporation 


from passing resolutions of approval or censure, of the .

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A Short History of the Progress of 
The Bronx Board of Trade

N 1893, on the evening of December 20th, 

to be exact. there was held, at 253838 
Third Avenue, a meeting of many of the 
prominent men interested in the de- 
velopment of the district north of the 
Harlem River, now known as “The 
Bronx’, then known as ‘““The North 
Side’, at which were discussed the details of organiz- 
ing a Board of Trade for the district, to be known as 
“The North Side Board of Trade.” 


Those present at this meeting on December 20th, 
1893, were John ©. De La Vergne, James L. Wells, 
Clement Gould, William R. Beal, Newbury D. Lawton, 
Albert E. Davis, John W. Hotaling, Benjamin H. 
Platt, Matthew Anderson, Alonzo Fogal, John De 
Hart, Arthur Bedell, William Gorton, and Alonzo 
Carr. 

This meeting was followed by others for the pur- 
pose of considering further details of organization, 
and steps were taken which led to the meeting for 
formal organization, held at the Melrose Lyceum, 
150th Street and Third Avenue, on the afternoon of 
March 6th, 1894, the call for which read as follows: 


New York, February 21, 1894 

Organization of the North Side Board of Trade. 
Over one hundred of our best citizens have 
agreed in writing to become Charter Members. As

ORGANIZATION MEETING 

Mr. James L. Wells, as Chairman of the Committee 
on Organization, a self-constituted body, called the 
meeting to order and made a statement of the prelim 
inary work that had been done and also explained the 
objects of the Association. 

Following Mr. Wells’ address, he was elected Tem- 
porary Chairman of the meeting, and Mr. Albert E. 
Davis was selected as Temporary Secretary. 

In the prospectus of The North Side Board of Trade, 
which was read at the meeting by Mr. Davis, the fot 
lowing statements, among others, were made: 

“The Great North Side of the City of New York, 
that promising region superbly situated on the Hudson, 
the Harlem, the Bronx and the Sound, a territory al- 
most equal in area to Manhattan Island and superior 
to it in its many natural advantages, offers an invit- 
ing field for the development of an important centre 
of business and population.

It is proposed to organize an association 
composed of the active and energetic business men of 
the district, or men having business interests here, 
to be known as The North Side Board of Trade of the 
City of New York, having for its purpose the material 
advancement of the district above the Harlem. Its 
work will be to diffuse information as to its many 
advantages as a business and commercial centre, as 
well as a district of homes; to attract capital, manu- 
facturing interests, and desirable residents, through 
the judicious circulation of pamphlets, by magazine 
and newspaper articles giving such information, and 
in such other ways as may suggest themselves ; to 
promote the development and patronage of local busi- 
ness enterprise; to advance public improvements; to 
encourage public spirit and a local community feel- 
ing; in short to hasten the manifest destiny of the 
district and make it in fact as well as in fancy the 
Greater New York beyond the Harlem. 


“It is proposed to make the North Side Board of 
Trade a live, progressive and public-spirited organi- 
zation. It will be active, not passive. And it is intend- 
ed that it shall exert an influence which shall be felt 
far and wide. It is to be absolutely non-political.” 


In addition to Mr. Wells and Mr. Davis, the follow- 
ing gentlemen, present at the organization meeting, 
expressed aed views in regard to the proposed Board 
of Trade: Ex-Judge Ernest Hall, Prof. Arthur H.

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Following these addresses and the reading of letters 
from various individuals who found it impossible to 
be present at the organization meeting, but who ex- 
pressed their approval of the plans, the proposed by- 
laws which had been prepared were read and ap- 
proved. 

BOARD'S FIRST OFFICERS 

Mr. John C. De La Vergne was unanimously elect- 
ed as President of the new organization for the en- 
suing year, and the following, with him, constituted 
the first Board of Officers of this Organization:

BOARD’S FIRST HEADQUARTERS 

Following the organization meeting on March 6th, 
1894, as above outlined, headquarters were secured in 
the three story and basement brick building at 27 
Alexander Avenue, near 139th Street, and these head- 
quarters were occupied for several years.

the Metropolis Theatre Building, at 142nd Street and 
Third Avenue; thence to the Carr building, Southwest 
corner ef 158th Street and Third Avenue. 

While the organization was located in‘the Carr 
Building, in order better to carry on its work, it was 
incorporated, on November 8th, 1909, the certificate 
being approved by Hon. Henry Bischoff, late Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the State of New York. 

As an incorporated body, the North Side Board of 
Trade made greater progress than before; and, as an 
evidence of this may be cited the fact that a plan to 
erect a suitable building with suitable meeting rooms 
for the organization was successfully carried out, 
through the organization of the North Side Board of 
Trade Building Company. 

The structure is at 187th Street and Third Aycnue, 
the Board of Trade Rooms being situated on the third 
floor. They were first occupied on July 22nd, 112, 
which is a big day in the annals of the Board. 

In the fall of 1914, the members of the Board of 
Trade took part in a great membership-increasing cam- 
paign which brought the membership total up to the 
thousand mark. At the present time, the organization 
is well on its way towards the two thousand mark. 


NAME CHANGED TO THE BRONX BOARD OF 
TRADE 

In 1914, following this membership campaign, in 
order to cope with the new community situation ¢: -- 
cessfully, the name of the body was changed to th 
name which it now bears, “The Bronx Board of 
Trade, Inc.,” in the City of New York, and a general 
reorganization was put through, with the result that 
today this Board of Trade has a working system and 
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a standard of efficiency that are second to very few 
in the whole of the United States. 
BOARD’S METHOD OF FUNCTIONING 

The active work of The Bronx Board of Trade is 
earried on through Bureaus and Standing Commit- 
tees, Which consider matters brought before the Board 
and report and make recommendations thereon to the 
Board of Directors, in order that the Board may take 
suitable action on these matters. 

The principal Bureaus and Standing Committees are 
as follows: 

Civic Bureau,—To promote and encourage efficiency 
in Municipal, State and Federal Matters, and to work 
for the civic advancement of the community. 

Trade and Commerce Bureau,—To protect and fos- 
ter the interests of local merchants. 

Industrial Bureau,—To protect and foster the inter- 
ests of local manufacturers. 

Traffic and Waterways Bureau.,—To promote busi- 
ness route improvements, especially those for local 
railways and waterways. 

Publicity Bureau,—To 
about The Bronx. 

Membership Committee-—To maintain present mem- 
berships and to secure the membership applications 
of newcomers to The Bronx, in order to ensure a steady 
increase in the membership status. 

Law Committee,—To render legal assistance to the 
other Bureaus and Standing Committees of the Board; 
to consider legislation pending at the City Hall, Al- 
bany, and Washington; and to make recommendations 
thereon to the Board.

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Thirty Years of Progress in The Bronx

“LS a far cry from The Bronx of the 1890's 
¥ o$}| to The Bronx of 1924; a story of devel- 
é opment from a scattering of small com- 
munities to a large city covering an 
area of forty-two square miles. 

In the past thirty years, the popula- 
tion has grown from approximately 
100,000 to nearly 900,000. This would make The 
Bronx of 1924, if it were a separate city, the sixth 
largest city in the United States. 

In the following article, I touch a few high spots 
that strikingly illustrate The Bronx’s phenomenal 
growth. 

In 1894, 943 plans were filed for new buildings, with 
estimated costs of $4,809,328. This is in striking 
contrast to 1928, when 3,067 plans were filed for 5 472 
new buildings , with estimated costs of $122,731,208. 

Thirty years ago, The Bronx had less than 400 fac- 
tories. Today there are within its borders over 2,000 
manufacturing establishments, employing approxi- 
mately 85,000 workers, with annual payrolls aggregat- 
ing nearly one hundred million dollars. 

In 1894, we had but half a dozen banks, seven 
branch Post Office stations, six Police Stations, one 
Magistrates’ Court, eleven Engine Companies, five 
Hook and Ladder Companies, and one theatre. 

Today, The Bronx contains twenty banking institu- 
tions, thirteen Branch Post Office Stations, ten Police 
Stations, two Magistrates’ Courts, two Municipal 
Courts, a Surrogate’s Court, Domestic Relations 
Court, Children’s Court, Court of Special Sessions, 
County Court and Supreme Court; twenty-six Engine 
Companies and Seventeen Hook and Ladder Compan- 
ies, all motorized; eleven theatres devoted to the 
drama and vaudeville, and ‘nearly ninety high class 
motion picture theatres. 

There were twenty Grammar Schools and twenty 
six Primary Schools, one High School and one Even- 
ing School. Today we have close to eighty Public 
Elementary Schools, thirty-three Parochial Schools, 
three High Schools, with two more under construc- 
tion, a Continuation School, numerous Evening Ele- 
mentary Schools, and two Evening High Schools. 

In 1894, there were in the old 23rd and 24th Wards 
less than 250 miles of streets, of which only about 
130 miles had been legally opened. The territory 
East of The Bronx River was as yet unmapped. Today 
The Bronx has over 600 miles of streets, and all of 
its 26,800 acres have been mapped. 

In 1894, there were in the old 23rd and 24th Wards 
approximately 70 miles of sewers; in the territory 
East of The Bronx River there were but four miles 
of sewers. Contrast this with the more than 400 miles 
of sewers in The Bronx today. 

The assessed valuations of real estate in The Bronx 
in 1894 were about $60,000,000, and in 1924, $1,060,- 

Thirty years ago, the “L” line ran up Third Avenue 
to Tremont Avenue, and the Union Railway Company 
was operating eight lines. Compare this with the pres- 
ent extensive ramifications of the “L” and Subway 
Lines in The Bronx and the numerous lines of the 
Third Avenue Railway System, transit factors that 
have had much to do with our development. 

In 1894, The Bronx contained but 3,000 acres of 
Parks, and plans were just under way to construct 
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the Zoological Park and the Botanical Garden in 
The Bronx. In the thirty years that have rolled by, 
the Park area has been increased to 4,172 acres, and 
The Bronx “Zoo” and the Botanical Garden have 
become the leading institutions of their kind in the 
World. 

In 1894, the Grand Boulevard and Concourse was but 
a possibility of the future. Today, we have the Grand 
Boulevard and Concourse in a completed condition, 
one of the foremost thoroughfares of the World, a 
thoroughfare which has added immensely to the 
prestige of The Bronx as a community and has ecre- 
ated wealth for the owners of property along its 
length and in the adjacent territory. 

We in The Bronx are justly proud of our Grand 
Concourse, and all that it stands for. The Bronx 
Board of Trade is co-operating with the Borough 
Officials in activities to enhance its utility and beauty 
still further, by bringing about slight topographical 
changes at the Northern and Southern entrances, and 
providing improved illumination. 

To summarize, in a period of thirty years, The 
Bronx has grown from a collection of more or less 
Segregated communities, which made up the old 23rd 
and 24th Wards, and the so-called “Annexed Dis- 
trict,” the territory East of The Bronx River, into a 
well developed city area closely knit together by rapid 
transit, surface lines, and steam and electric rail- 
roads; with well-functioning public utilities, nearly 
a dozen high class department stores, and several 
well-defined business districts containing modern 
merchandising establishments. 
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What The Bronx Needs Most

IRST, and Foremost, The Bronx needs a 
Bronx Central Post Office, built on the 
government-owned site at 149th Street 
and Mott Avenue, in order that our 
business men may receive the mail ser- 
vice to which they are entitled as citi- 
zens of a community of nearly a million 
inhabitants, “The Nation’s Sixth City.” 

Bronx mail matter from out-of-town points should 
be delivered directly to a Bronx Post Office, and not 
brought to Manhattan, undergo several handlings 
there, and finally reach The Bronx by auto-trucks 
from Harlem, much to the disadvantage of Bronx 
people as against Manhattanites whose mail arrives 
at New York by the same trains, but is delivered 
from twelve to twenty-four hours earlier. 

Next, The Bronx needs the proposed “Bronx” Sta- 
tion of the New York Central Lines, at 149th Street 
and Park Avenue, immediately adjacent to the pro- 
jected Post Office Building. 

These two propositions are closely related to each 
other, and to the future progress, along civic, com- 
mercial and industrial lines, of the Borough of The 
Bronx. 

Perhaps of equal importance is the need in The 
Bronx for an industrial belt line or marginal rail- 
road to inter-connect the railroad terminals along 
the Harlem and East Rivers, as well as the proposed 
new Municipal Market. 

Other things which The Bronx needs at the earliest 
possible moment are: 

The Bronx Municipal Terminal Market. 

The Bronx Municipal Hospital. 


A new Department of Health 
Bronx. 

Alteration of High Bridge. 

Straightening of the Harlem River Channel at Spuy- 
ten Duyvil. 

Development of The Bronx as a Seaport. 

Improved traffic regulations at various points. 

Additional public elementary and high schools. 

Increased rapid transit facilities. 

Added housing facilities for people of moderate 
incomes. 

Our Board of Trade has worked, is working, and 
will work hard to bring all these matters to a suc- 
cessful conclusion, and bespeaks the active support 
of every member in these important activities. 

Also, we shall continue in our efforts to induce 
the investment of out-of-town capital in Bronx prop- 
erty; to attract out-of-town manufacturers to The 
Bronx; to co-operate with others on projects for the 
common good; to give our fullest support to all of 
our hospitals and infirmaries, public and private, in 
order that they may have the buildings, equipments, 
and finances necessary to do effective relief work in 
the community; to maintain our co-operation with

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A Brief History of The Bronx 


By Hon. Louis F. HarFrren, 
First President of Bronx Borough 


HIRTY years after Henry Hudson, in the 
“Half-Moon”, sailed up the magnificent 
waterway that now bears his name, in 
1609, and viewed with admiration the 

grandeur of the Palisades on the West 

kere} and the verdant expanses of what was 
later to be known as The Bronx on the 

East; twenty-five years after Adrian Block had 
sailed up the East River and the Long Island Sound 
and explored the Eastern portion of The Bronx and 
Westchester County; and sixteen years after the act- 
ual settlement of New Amsterdam (now New York) | 
our first white settler, Jonas Bronck, newly-arrived 

from Holland, located on the uplands West of the 

Mill Brook, (now known as Brook Avenue), near the 
banks of the Harlem River, and began the tilling of 
the soil, in 16389. 

It is part of our National history, the manner in 
which Jonas earned and kept the friendship of the 
local Indian Tribes, and how these friendly Indians 
saved him and his family and possessions from harm 
when other Indians in Manhattan went on the war- 
path and made their way across the Harlem. 

Bronck died in 1648, about four years after he first 


settled here, sincerely mourned by all who knew him, 
the Indians particularly. 
EARLY SHTTLERS 

In the early 1640’s, two other early settlers whose 
names have become of historic interest also settled in 
what is now The Bronx. They were Mrs. Anne Hutch- 
inson, who settled near the stream that is known as 
the Hutchinson River (Hastchester Creek), and John 
Throckmorton, from whose settlement Throgg’s Neck 
got its name. 

It must be borne in mind that during all of this 
time of which we speak, the territory now called The 
Bronx was made up of Dutch settlements established 
beyond the Northern limits of Manhattan Island (New 
Netherlands). Territory now comprised in lower 
Westchester County became the seat of one of the 
most noted of the Dutch Patroons, Adrian van der 
Donck, whose name also is linked closely with the 
early chronicles of our Borough. 

In 1664, New Netherlands was taken over by the 
English King Charles, who, by royal patent, conveyed 
the conquered colony to his brother, the Duke of 
York, and New Netherlands became known by the 
name it still bears, New York. From 1664 to the Am-

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erican Revolution, the English continued in possession 
of New York, except for a short period in 1673 and 
1674, when the Dutch regained control of the colony 
for fifteen months. 

Buring 1670, the “Broncksland” as Jonas Bronck’s 
500 acres was known, was purchased by Captain Rich- 
ard Morris for himself and his brother, Colonel Lewis 
Morris. 

Six years after the purchase of the Jonas Bronck 
five hundred acres, the holdings of the Morris family 
were increased by 1,420 acres, by virtue of a patent 
from the English Governor Andros, giving them 
total land holdings of 1,920 asres. 

This land, the Manor of Morrisania, together with 
the Manor of Fordham, the lower part of the Manor 
of Philipseburg, the lower sections of Eastchester and 
Pelham, and the Borough Town of Westchester, now 
form the Borough and County of The Bronx. 

The County of Westchester, with those of New York, 
Kings, Queens, and Richmond, and five others up- 
State, was originally formed on November 1st, 1683. 


STATE OF NEW YORK ORGANIZED 


In 1775, the War for American Independence prac- 
tically freed our community from English domination, 
and on July 9, 1776, the State of New York was for- 
mally organized, at a meeting of the representatives 
of its people, at White Plains, the County seat of 
Westchester County. 

On April 20, 1777, the State Assembly, in session at 
Kingston, N. Y., then the State Capital adopted our 
tirst State Constitution, and on July 9th, elected Gen- 
eral George Clinton, of Ulster County, the first Goy- 
ernor of the State. 

At the same time, while our territory was still in 
the hands of the armed forces of England, our illus- 
trious townsman, Gouverneur Morris, was chosen as 
one of the delegates of the State of New York to the 
Continental Congress. (It was not until 1783 that 
the English forces evacuated our community.) 

By act of the State Legislature, in 1788, all of the 
Counties of the State, of which there were then four- 
teen, were divided into townships. The County of 
Westchester, one of the ten original Counties of 1685, 
was divided into twenty-one such townships, following 
closely the lines of the ancient manors and patents. 

The Harlem River was the Southern boundary of 
the County. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT FIGURES 
ON BRONX POPULATION 


The Bronx still maintains its status as New York 
City’s fastest growing Borough, according to estimated 
statistics just issued by the Health Department. 

Last year, The Bronx gained 31,008 people, accord- 
ing to this estimate, an increase of .036 per cent over 
the 1922 estimate. ‘

FIRST ANNEXATION TO NEW YORK COUNTY 


The lower section of Westchester County, comprising 
the Town of West Farms (erected from the town- 
ship of Westchester in 1846), Morrisania (erected 
from the Town of West Farms in 1856), and the 
Town of Kingsbridge (erected from the Town of 
Yonkers in 1872), the present westerly portion of our 
community, were annexed to the City and County of 
New York on January 1st, 1874, (by virtue of Chap- 
ter 613 of the Laws of 1878). 

The Villages which made up this territory, all of 
which had their own interesting histories, on which, 
however, I shall not at this time dwell, were desig-

ADDITIONAL TERRITORY ADDED IN 1895 


By virtue of Chapter 934 of the Laws of 1895, 
the Town of Westchester, one of the original town- 
ships of 1788, and portions of the Townships of Hast- 
chester and Pelham, comprising the present easterly 
portion of our community, were annexed to the City 
and County of New York.

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The area comprised in this district aggregates 
about 14,500 acres. (The entire area of The Bronx 
is 26,800 acres. ) 

CHANGES IN GOVERNMENT 

That part of our community annexed to the City 
and County of New York on January 1, 1874, was des- 
ignated as the 23rd and 24th Wards, and the devel- 
opment of the territory was placed under the juris- 
diction of the Department of Public Parks of New 
York City, which body had succeeded the Central 
Park Commissioners. 

At the time of annexation, the population of the 23rd 
and 24th Wards was about 35,000, and a speedy de- 
velopment of this territory was anticipated, but, un- 
fortunately, was not realized. The new part of the 
City of New York was looked upon as a mere sub- 
urban locality, more to be tolerated than recognized 
as a part of the City. 

Finally, after many years of dissatisfaction in our 
community over the administration, (rather the lack 
of it), of the Park Department, property-owners in the 
23rd and 24th Wards joined activities in behalf of a 
local bureau, or department, that would prove more 
beneficial to them, as well as to the City at large. 

In 1890, (on June 7th), the campaign bore fruit 
with the Governor’s approval of a Legislative Bill 
creating the “Department of Street Improvements of 
the 28rd and 24th Wards’, and transferring to the 
new body the jurisdiction over the improvement of 
this territory up to that time reposing in the Park 
Department. 

The new Department of Street Improvements be- 
came a-functioning body on January 1, 1891, with Hon. 
Louis J. Heintz as the first Commissioner of the De- 
partment. 

Commissioner Heintz died in March, 1893, after 
which I had the honor to be appointed temporarily, 
and, subsequently, in November, 1893, elected to fill the 
unexpired term of Commissioner Heintz, who, during 
his short incumbency had given most satisfactory 
service to the community. 

The experience gained by the Department of Street 
Improvements in perfecting the street system in the 
23rd and 24th Wards was of marked advantage in the 
laying out and improvement of the area east of The 
Bronx River annexed to the City in 1895. 

The office of the Department of Stree Improvements 
was located in the tenement house at the northeast 
corner of 141st Stret and Third Avenue until early 
in 1897, when the Department moved to new quarters 
in the Borough Hall, at Tremont and Third Avenues. 

By virtue of Chapter 378 of the Laws of 1897, 
the territories embraced within the annexations to

the City and County of New York in 1874 and 1895 
became the Borough of The Bronx, on January 1, 1898, 
and the Department of Street Improvements ceased 
to exist as an independent body, being merged with 
the Borough government. 

I had the honor of being the first President of 
The Borough of The Bronx, holding office until 1909. 

The second Borough President was Hon. John 
F. Murray; the third, Hon. Cyrus C. Miller; the 
fourth, Hon. Douglas Mathewson; and the fifth Hon. 
Henry Bruckner, the present incumbent. ; 

On January 1st, 1914, by virtue of Chapter 548 
of the Laws of 1912, Bronx County came into being, 
the first group of County officials who had been elected 
at the November, 1913, elections taking office.

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POSTMASTER MORGAN AIDING WORK 
FOR BRONX POST OFFICE 


In the past few months, The Bronx Board of Trade 
has been very actively working for the proposed Bronx 
Central Post Office, enlisting the aid of the members 
of Congress from The Bronx, Hons. Anthony J. Griffin, 
Benjamin L. Fairchild, and Frank Oliver, and Hon. 
John W. Langley, Chairman of the House Committee 
on Public Buildings, as well as Post Master Edward 
M. Morgan. 

Post Master Morgan recently made a strong recom- 
mendation to the Post Office Department that The 
Bronx site should be utilized in the very near future, 
materially aiding the campaign for our Post Office 
Building. In his recommendation, Mr. Morgan says, 
in part: 

“The Government owns a site in The Bronx which 
was acquired for postal purposes, though thus far 
it has not been utilized, but which should be devel- 
oped in the very near future. 

“This site is bounded on the North by Hast 150th 
Street, on the East by Spencer Place, on the South 
by East 149th Street and on the West by Mott Avenue. 
The dimensions are 276.87 feet ,on Spencer Place, 
100.88 feet on 150th Street and 99.97 feet on East 
149th Street. It is located immediately opposite a 
proposed railroad station of the New York Central 
System. 

“This station, it is understood, is planned to be 
one of the major developments of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad Company. Negotiations should be 
promptly entered into with! the New ‘York Cen- 
tral System to harmonize the two developments. The 
aim should be to provide close articulation between 
the post office and the railroad system, in order to 
effect a maximum economy and efficiency in the re- 
ceipt and dispatch of mail by train. This can be done 
by approximating the arrangements, as described 
above at the Pennsylvania site. where as mentioned 
the mails after being distributed in the upper stories 
are loaded on the waiting trains in the basement. 

“The population of The Bronx in 1910 was 430,980. 
In 1923 it was 840,544, having nearly doubled in 13 
years. With the further improvements in transit fa- 
cilities that are contemplated by the city authorities, 
there is every likelihood that this great growth will 
continue. The importance of the proposed site rests 
in the opportunity it offers as a postal centre for this 
great development, combined with its proximity to the 
railroads. 

“It is anticipated that the trackage will offer facil- 
ities for connecting the post office with the New York 
Central Railroad Company, the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad Company, the New York and 
Harlem Railroad Company, the New York City and 
Northern Railroad Company, etc. 

“By the development of this site it would be prac- 
ticable to route all mail from The Bronx that could 
be forwarded by these lines without bringing it into 
Manhattan, and to break the incoming mail received

there, so as to work in The Bronx all of it intended 
for that Borough, and Manhattan north of 115th Street 
forwarding to the General Post Office or the other ter- 
minals and distributing points only that for the parts 
of Manhattan south of 115th Street. Furthermore 
this site could be made the postal exchange centre 
for the important group of cities and towns clustering 
around New York City in Westchester County, as 
Yonkers, New Rochelle, Mount Vernon, Larchmont, 
Rye. ete. 

“Study also should be made of the situation at this 
site, with a view to affecting connections there with 
the subway system of the city: 

(a) With the idea of storage movements. 

(b) Of the transportation of mail in pouch or 

broken lots. 

(ec) Preferably day and night, but if not prac- 
ticable during the day then during the hours 
of light traffic at night. 

Mr. Charles E. Reid, Executive Secretary of The 
Bronx Board of Trade, while at Washington, on Mon- 
day, February 4th, interviewed Hon. John W. Langley, 
who informed him that it had not been determined 
as yet as to whether any appropriation would be made 
for Public Buildings at this Session of Congress. If 
any appropriation is made however, he was assured, 
it will include the proposed Central Post Office for 
The Bronx.

The Bronx Board of Trade wrote recently to Com- 
missioner Whalen, calling attention to the fact that 
the improvement of the channel of the Bronx River has 
progressed to such a point that, coupled with the fact 
that the Government will soon commence operations 
west of Westchester Avenue, it leads The Board to 
believe that the time is ripe for the Department 
of Plant and Structures to seek the re-appropriation 
of funds necessary to construct the new bridge that 
will be required over the Bronx River, at Westchester 
Avenue, and received a reply to the effect that the 
Department has prepared a tentative plan for a new 
bridge with a 60 foot roadway and two 8 foot side- 
walks. 

As soon as the estimate of cost of this bridge has 
been prepared, application will be made to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment for funds for 
its construction.

A Public Hearing was held before the Board of 
Astimate on Friday, January 18th. in the matter of 
transferring jurisdiction over the Concourse approach 
(City-owned land), extending from East 158th Street 
to 164th Street, from the Office of the Borough 
President, The Bronx, to the Commissioner of Parks, 
The Bronx. The matter was approved by that Board. 
and is now before the Board of Aldermen for con- 
current approval. 

The area comprises three small parks and is an 
improvement which The Board has been advocating 
for some time. The Committee on City Plan ap- 
proved the change on the recommendation of Borough 
President Bruckner. 

Our Board of Trade is principally responsible for 
the proposed change of jurisdiction, which will permit 
of developing the southern end of The Concourse 
along appropriate lines, and a delegation from The 
Board was present to urge the approval of the matter 
by the Board of Estimate.

BOARD SUPPORTING SALARY INCREASE 
FOR POSTAL EMPLOYEES 


On the recommendation of its Trade and Commerce 
Bureau, The Bronx Board of Trade is supporting 
Congressional legislation to increase the salaries 
of post office employes. 

At the present time clerks and carriers receive a 
minimum salary of $1,400, and a maximum of $1,800, 
after five years of service, but from this amount 
is deducted an old age pension fund of two and a 
half per cent from every salary. 

This means that a postal employe with five years or 
more service to his eredit receives $1,750, or about 
$33.00 a week, for himself and family, and he is not 
entitled to a pension unless he is thirty years in the 
service and at least sixty-five years old. 

The last raise in pay for postal employes was 
eranted July ist, 1920, when the minimum salary 
was increased $150 to the present $1,400 rate. There 
are now pending in Congress several bills, but the 
one most favored by the men and women clerks and 
earriers provide for a minimum wage of $2,000 and 
a maximum of $2,400 per annum. Congressman Cal- 
yin Paige, of Mass, is sponsor for this bill.

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FORDHAM SQUARE TO REMAIN TORN 
UP FOR SOME TIME YET 


Chief Engineer Josiah H. Fitch, of the Engineering 
Bureau of the Borough of The Bronx in reply to a 
recent query from our Board, relative to the torn up 
condition of Webster Avenue, immediately south of 
Fordham Square, states that “it will not be possible 
at the present time to do anything toward the restor- 
ation of the pavement between East 189th Street and 
Fordham Road. The trolley tracks must stay in their 
present temporary location on this particular block 
until the sewer is completed entirely across Fordham 
Road and as long as the trolley tracks are in their 
present location it is obvious that the surface of the 
roadway cannot be permanently restored. 

“Every effort will be made, however, to keep this 
roadway in as good a condition as possible but traffic 
must necessarily be, to a great extent, shut off be- 
tween 189th Street and Fordham Road, on Webster 
Avenue, until the sewer is entirely completed across 
Fordham Road.” 


$3,250,000 NOW AVAILABLE FOR NEW 
BRONX MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL 


The City took title on January 17th to the property 
necessary for the erection of the New Bronx Munici- 
pal Hospital, and instructed the Corporation Counsel 
to appeal from the award. 

At the meeting of the Board of Estimate on Febru- 
ary 1st, an additional appropriation of $750,000 was 
approved, making the total appropriations for the 
hospital $3,250,000. 

Commissioner Bird S. Coler, of the Department of 
Public Welfare, which will have jurisdiction over the 
new Hospital, has announced that ground will be bro- 
ken in the near future. 
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THE BRONX’S FIRST VOCATIONAL 
SCHOOL READY IN 1925 


According to a recent announcement made by the 
Board of Education, The Bronx will get its first Vo- 
cational School in the fall of 1925, if not sooner. The 
plans for the structure have been completed and the 
site has been chosen. Only the construction work is 
left to be done. 

It has often been pointed out by our Board of Trade 
and others interested in the schools, that one of the 
great educational needs of The Bronx is a vocational 
school. Children of The Bronx wishing to attend a 
school of this type at the present time are forced to 
travel to Manhattan. 

The present plans of the Board of Edueation in 
the matter of a Vocational School for The Bronx 
call for the immediate construction of a Vocational 
School for Boys, to be located at Tinton Avenue and 
147th Street, and turning over of the present Theodore 
Roosevelt High School to be used as a Girls’Vocational 
School as soon as the new high school building at 
Fordham Road and Bathgate Avenue is completed. 


METROPOLIS THEATRE TO OPEN AGAIN 
IN MAY 


The Bronx’s first theatre, the Metropolis Theatre, 
142nd Street and Third Avenue, which for several 
seasons past has been devoted principally to motion 
pictures and which for almost a year past has been 
“dark’’, has been leased for a period of ten years. 

After extensive renovation, which will cost in the 
neighborhood of $40,000.00 the house will re-open, 
under the management of Mr. Joseph Solly, in May, 
according to present expectations.

APPROVED: TO BUILD SOON 


The plans and specifications for the wholesale mar- 
ket and storage building of The Bronx Municipal Ter- 
minal Market were approved by the Committee of the 
Whole of the Board of Estimate recently.

CONCOURSE TO BE DEPRESSED AT

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BRONX TUBERCULOSIS COMMITTEE 
DOING FINE WORK IN BOROUGH 


At the recent annual meeting of The Bronx Tubereu- 
losis Committee, of which Dr. Charles J. Goeller is 
Chairman, at 448 East Tremont Avenue, a very in- 
teresting report of the 1923 work was given by the 
Secretary, which is herewith summarized for the 
information of members of The Bronx Board of Trade 
and their friends, whose co-operation is sought to 
ensure a continuance of these beneficial activities: 


During ‘the Summer of 1923, approximately 450 
children were sent to the country for Summer out- 
ings. These children were all physically examined 
before they were sent away and were weighed on 
their return to see their gains in weight. If tonsil 
or adenoid operations were needed or there was an 
indication of bad teeth, ete., the parents were notified 
and were asked to see that these defects were correct- 
ed. In addition to sending children to regular fresh- 
air institutions, an experiment was made with twenty 
children who were sent to private homes in Connect- 
icut. The results of this experiment were very inter- 
esting as the children made rather remarkable gains 
in weight and found new friends in the families who 
eared for them. It is not unlikely that these chil- 
dren will be invited back to the same homes next 
Summer.

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the Committee hopes to be able to secure one for an 
experiment along this line during the Summer of 1924. 

In many families where there is a case of tuberculos- 
is, it is impossible, particularly during the Summer 
months, to send all of the children to preventoria be- 
cause of the over-crowded conditions. It is thought 
that possibly fifty to one hundred children might be 
cared for on the boat during the day and so add to 
the facilities for the care of this type of child. Since 
there is not a single day camp in The Bronx, it is 
felt that this would be a very worth-while project for 
the Committee to undertake. 

For the past two years, The Bronx Committee has 
been financing a tuberculosis clinic at Fordham Hos- 
pital. The northern part of The Bronx did not have 
any clinic and it was felt that a demonstration should 
be made of the need of a clinic in this part of The 
Bronx. The Bellevue authorities have agreed to 
try to put the maintainance of this clinic in the 
budget for 1924 but until this arrangement has been 
made, The Bronx Committee will continue to finance 
a nurse and two physicians at this clinic. 

SPEAKERS’ BUREAU 

Because of the fact that there are such a large 
number of school children in The Bronx (100,000), 
and if tuberculosis is to be prevented in future 
generations, these children must be taught health 
habits, many projects were undertaken in connection 
with school children. The health clown Chew-Chew 
appeared 46 times in public and parochial schools. 
During 1922, Chew-Chew appeared in practically every 
public school in The Bronx. 165 lectures were given 
in public and parochial schools and before clubs. 
30 motion picture performances and health movies 
were also given in Bronx schools. 

INFORMATION SERVICE 
An Information Service was established during 
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the year and the Committee has now in the office, 
a ecard index of all the available health resources of 
both Manhattan and The Bronx. Anyone can tele- 
phone the office and secure information about clinics, 
nursing service, hospitals, institutions giving conyal- 
escent care, ete. Through publicity in the street cars, 
articles in the newspapers and other publicity, many 
people came to the office to ask about securing sana- 
tarium care for tuberculosis patients. 

In connection with applications for this kind of ser- 
vice, for the securing of convalescent care, ete., 556 
visits were paid to the homes of families and over 1100 
conferences were held in the office and over the tele- 
phone with regard to these cases. 

The Committee has now made available to the pri- 
vate physicians of The Bronx, not only the Informa- 
tion Service, but the opportunity to call upon the staff 
to go into homes of their patients and advise with them 
with regard to sanatarium care or whatever other 
service they may need. Dr. Allen K. Krause, one of 
the best-informed physicians in the United States 
on the subject of tuberculosis was asked by the Tu- 
berculosis Association to come from Johns Hopkins 
Hospital and give three lectures to the Bronx County 
Medical Society on the subjects of the Infection, Diag- 
nosis and Treatment of Tuberculosis. These lectures 
will be published and a copy put in the hands of all of 
the physicians in The Bronx. 

INDUSTRIAL SERVICE 

During the year 1924, the services of the Committee 
will be offered to all of the business organizations 
in The Bronx, to arrange to have speakers address 
their employees on health subjects, to arrange for the 
physical examination of any of their employees and 
the securing of sanatarium care if this be necessary. 
The Committee sincerely trusts that the business men 
of The Bronx will take advantage of this service.

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SHORT GUIDE TO SETTLEMENT OF DIS- 
PUTES BY ARBITRATION 


For the information of members of The Bronx 
Board of Trade, the following digest or summary of 
the workings of the New York State Arbitration Law 
is herewith presented: 

A. provision in a written contract to settle by arbi- 
tration a controversy thereafter arising out of that 
contract is valid, enforceable and irrevocable. <A writ- 
ten agreement to submit an existing dispute to arbitra- 
tion is also valid, enforceable and irrevocable. 


The Supreme Court will order and eompel arbitra- 
tion where one of the parties to an agreement to ar- 
bitrate refuses to proceed. 


The arbitrator may be any person selected by the 
parties. When appointed, the arbitrator signs an oath 
faithfully and fairly to hear and examine the matters 
in controversy and to make an award that will be just, 
according .to his understanding and interpretation of 
the evidence. 


The time and place of hearing is set with due regard 
to the convenience of the disputants. The arbitrator 
has the power to compel the attendance of witnesses, 
and the production of books and papers material. to 
the issue. 

The award of the arbitrator may be filed in the 
office of the Clerk of the Supreme Court, and upon mo- 
tion of either party, the court must confirm the award 
and enter judgment accordingly. This award becomes 
the judgment accordingly of that court, and is en- 
forceable precisely like any other judgment. 


The award of an arbitrator may be vacated only on 
proof of fraud, partiality, or other misconduct by the 
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arbitrator, where there is evident miscalculation of 
figures, mistake of person, or any imperfection of 
form, the court may correct the award accordingly. 


TO PROVIDE FOR ARBITRATION 


You may insure against litigation by inserting an 
arbitration clause in your contracts, purchase slips, 
sales orders, estimates, offers, acknowledgments, or 
other forms of agreement, similar to the following: 


“All claims, disputes and controversies aris- 
ing under, out of, in connection with, or in re- 
lation to, this contract, shall be submitted to 
and be determined by ARBITRATION, pur- 
suant to the Arbitration Law of the State of 
New York.” 

Should you find yourself in a dispute and without 
the protection of an arbitration clause in your contract, 
you can still avoid litigation if both you and the other 
party in dispute formally agree to submit your con- 
troversy to arbitration. This submission should be 
duly acknowledged before a notary and be drawn 
carefully under the guidance of your lawyer.

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THE WHYS AND WHEREFORES OF 
COMMERCIAL ORGANIZATIONS 


In the following paragraphs, there are tersely sum- 
marized the principal reasons for the existence, and 
the objects and functions, of organizations such as The 
Bronx Board of Trade, the pioneer and representative 
civie-commercial organization of this community: 
NECESSITY : 
To unite individual efforts for the advancement 
of the community along civic, cultural, commer- 
cial and industrial lines. 

OBJECTS: 
1. To enable public-spirited citizens to express 
themselves collectively on questions of com- 
munity welfare. 
2. To enable the individual who can “see 
ahead’ to secure support for progressive com- 
munity ideas. 
3. To enable men to act in their capacity as 
citizens, and not as representatives of any spec- 
ial’ group or class, for the material and eul- 
tural advancement of the whole community. 
4. To coordinate all forces for community im- 
provement, and to give them direction and 
driving power. 
5. To substitute mass impetus for individual 
impetus. 

FUNCTIONS: 
1. The commercial organization possesses no 
executive or legislative powers. However, ex- 
ecutive and legislative bodies are glad to get 
the opinions of commercial organizations on var- 
ious matters for their guidance, and appreciate 


. the assistance that can be rendered by such 
organizations. 

2. Through the activities of Special and Stand- 
ing Committees, public improvements of a bene- 
ficial character can be brought to realization in 
shorter time. On the other hand, projects that 
would be harmful to the community can be 
expeditiously dissipated. 

3. By securing proper publicity for its activities 
it advertises and makes better known the 
community which it serves. 

4. Jt links up the community it serves with 
others in great business and patriotic move- 
ments. 

5. It unifies the public spirit of the com- 
munity and breaks down sectional selfishness. 
6. It enlists the ablest men of the community 
in service for the community. 

7. It holds before the community an ideal of 
development for that community. 

8. It looks after community affairs, so that 
“everybody's business’ does not become “no- 
body’s business.” 

9. To summarize, it sets at work, and keeps 
at work, all of those forces which may have a 
beneficial influence on community development.

N. Y., W., & B. R. R. NEW TERMINAL AT 
HARLEM RIVER COMPLETED 


The New York, Westchester & Boston Railway has 
just completed a fine new $100,000 station at its 
Harlem River terminal, which, it is expected, will be 
open to the public about April 15th A feature of the 
new station is a covered passage-way leading to the 
express station of the Third Avenue Elevated Line at 
133rd Street, so that passengers may make a quick 
and easy connection between the two lines. 

There is also a stairway leading to the Willis Ave- 
nue Bridge, where connection may be made with the 
125th Street-Willis Avenue Crosstown trolley line. 


The “Westchester” operates a 20-minute train ser- 
vice during the day, with frequent night trains from 
Harlem River to Mount Vernon, Pelham, New Ro- 
chelle, Larchmont and White Plains. There is all- 
night service between New York and Larchmont. The 
last train for White Plains leaves Harlem River at 
1:08 A. M. 

The new arrangement will make the use of the in- 
convenient shuttle train between Harlem River and 
the 129th Street “I” station unnecessary, and should 
prove to be of great advantage to the rapidly in- 
creasing passenger business between Manhattan, The 
Bronx, and points in Westchester County. 


‘CLEAN-UP WEEK’ FOR GREATER CITY 
BEGINS ON MAY 5 


The week of May 5th, has been designated as “Clean- 
up Week” in Greater New York by Dr. Frank Mon- 
aghan, Health Commissioner. 

In an effort to rid the City of rubbish, the Health 
Department will be assisted by the fire, police, street 
cleaning and tenement house departments.

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CONCOURSE TRAFFIC SIGNAL SYSTEM 
TO BE IMPROVED SOON 


Bronx motorists will be pleased to learn that Cap- 
tain John E. McGrath, of Traffic Division ‘“C,’ The 
Bronx, has made several recommendations for the im- 
provement of the traffic signal system on the Grand 
Concourse, which, when carried out, will remove many 
causes for complaint now existing. 

These recommendations include the erection of 
seven additional traffic towers, a new signal control 
system for the towers, signal lights of increased in- 
tensity, and supplementary sets of signal lights at- 
tached to lighting standards on the side roadways. 
The signal lights in these supplementary traffic guides 
will be synchronized with the lights in the towers, 
and will be controlled from them. 

It is expected that these changes will all be brought 
about before the coming Summer season. 

Captain McGrath also expects to enforce additional 
regulations on the Concourse, in that pedestrians will 
be expected to observe the traffic signals, as well as 
motorists. 


BOARD ACTION PROMPTS QUICK RE- 
MOVAL OF DERELICT 


The 75-year-old two-masted schooner “Charlie and 
Willie,’ which, with a consignment of 1,260 casks of 
lime for the warehouse of Orin F. Perry & Son, 163 
Exterior Street, last Fall caught fire in front of the 
Mott Haven Barge Terminal, on the Harlem River at 
138th Street, and finally had to be sunk after nearly 
a dozen firemen were overcome in a four-hour fight to 
save it, was removed early in March following repre- 
sentations made by The Bronx Board of Trade to the 
War Department Engineers in charge of waterway 
improvements in the New York District. 

The Bronx Board of Trade having been principally 
responsible for the inclusion of the Harlem River in 
the State Barge Canal System, and the selection of 
the site and construction of the Mott Haven Barge 
Canal Terminal, it has naturally done everything in 
its power to increase the use of that Terminal. 

Hence, when February, 1924, arrived, and the dere- 
lict had not yet been removed, the Board of Trade, 
with a view to having the Terminal bulkhead unob- 
structed at the opening of the 1924 Canal season, 
called upon the Army Engineers to remove the hulk, 
and received their hearty co-operation, the work be- 
ing commenced early in March and completed on the 
12th. 

Due acknowledgement is hereby made to Lieut.-Col 
J. R. Slattery, of the United States Engineer Corps 
for his personal interest in this activity. 


EARLY ACTION EXPECTED ON NEW 
HEALTH DEPARTMENT BUILDING 


The Bronx Board of ‘Trade has sent to the Board 
of Estimate an urgent request that that Board vote 
to the Department of Health the appropriation of 
$250,000 in corporate stock which has been requested 
for the purpose of acquiring a site and building a 
Headquarters Building for the Board of Health in The 
Bronx.

CONCOURSE APPROACH ADDED TO 
BRONX PARK SYSTEM 


In the matter of the transfer of jurisdiction over 
the land at the Southern entrance to the Concourse, 
from 158th to 164th Streets, West from the Concourse 
to Walton Avenue, from the Borough President to the 
Commissioner of Parks, The Bronx, the transfer has 
been approved by the Board of Estimate, and also has 
received the concurrent approval of the Board of Al- 
dermen.

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Board Celebrates 30th Anniversary with 
Greatest Banquet in Its History 


All records for attendance and enthusiasm were 
broken at the Thirtieth Annual Banquet of The Bronx 
Board of Trade, at the Concourse Plaza, Grand Con- 
course and 161st Street, on Thursday evening, March 
6th. As the Board of Trade was formally organized on 
March 6th, 1894, it was the exact anniversary date, 
which lent added significance to the occasion. 

The speakers of the occasion were Hon. George H. 
Moses, United States Senator from New Hampshire; 
Hon. Henry T. Rainey, Congressman from Illinois; 
Hon. William E. Knox, President of the Bowery Sav- 
ings Bank; Hon. James L. Wells, Chairman of the 
Organization Committee of the “North Side Board of 
Trade”; Mr. John M. Haffen, President of The Bronx 
Board of Trade, and Mr. Max Stamm, Humorist. Rev. 
DeWitt L. Pelton, Pastor of St. James’ P. E. Church, 
delivered the Invocation. Mr. John M. Haffen, Presi- 
dent, was Toastmaster. 


THE GUESTS 

The honored guests of the Board of Trade, who 
were seated at the head table, included, in addition to 
those mentioned above, the following:

Following the service of the Banquet, which reflect- 
ed great credit on the Concourse Plaza, and on Mr. 
William L. Downey, Manager, who personally super- 
vised all of the activities of the hotel employes, the 
Toastmaster called the great gathering to order. 


ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT HAFFEN 


In the course of his remarks, President Haffen wel- 
comed the throng which had gathered to celebrate the 
Board’s thirtieth birthday anniversary, and congratu- 
lated the Annual Banquet Committee, of which for- 
mer President Albert Goldman was Chairman, on the 
fine arrangements that had been made for the affair. 
Next, he traced the yrowth of the Board of Trade 
from about 100 in 1894 to approximately 1,400 in 
1924. He asserted that the success of the organiza- 
tion in growing from a small beginning to its present 
strength warranted a prediction that the population 
of The Bronx would reach a million by 1926, and he 
asked for greater support so that the membership of 
the Board would grow to at least 2,000 by the end 
of 1924. 


ADDRESS OF HON. JAMES L. WELLS 


Mr. Haffen, on the conclusion of his short but force- 
ful plea for a greater Bronx Board of Trade, intro- 


duced Hon. James L. Wells, who presided at the or- 
ganization meeting of the Board on March 6th, 1894. 

Mr. Wells, who is affectionately regarded as the 
“daddy” of the Board of Trade, although present, 
was recuperating from a severe illness, and former 
President Albert Goldman kindly volunteered to read 
the address that Mr. Wells had prepared for the oc- 
casion. 

In a graceful tribute to Mr. Wells that preceded the 
reading of his address, Mr. Goldman commented feel- 
ingly on Mr. Wells’ services to the Board of Trade 
and the community, recounting how he had been the 
Board’s first First Vice-President, its second Presi- 
dent, serving from 1896 to 1902, and also a Director 
continuously for the thirty years of the Board’s ex- 
istence. 

Mr. Wells’ paper followed closely the text of the 
special article on the organization of the North Side 
Board of Trade printed in “BRONXBORO” for 
March, so that a review of it here seems needless. 

At the conclusion of the reading Mr. Goldman drew 
forth outburst after outburst of applause as he named 
Charter Members who were present at the Banquet 
and who stood up in their places as their names were 
called. 


SENATOR MOSES’ ADDRESS 


In his address on the topic “Opportunities of the 
Day,” United States Senator George H. Moses de- 
nounced the present system of taxation in the United 
States. After a few facetious references to the limi- 
tations of a public speaker in the present day, Sena- 
tor Moses said that at the present time the people of 
the United States are living under the most unjust 
and iniquitous system of taxation ever devised by a 
government. 

Saying that “E Pluribus Unum” had been replaced 
by “Pass the Buck,” as the national motto, Moses said 
that the apathy of the citizens is responsible for 
most of the harmful legislation that is on the statute 
books today. 

Moses condemned governmental paternalism and 
governmental interference in people’s business and 
personal affairs now prevalent, and said that the vast 
majority of the people were content to pass along 
their plain duty to some paid official of the Govern- 
ment, who regulated the everyday life of the citizen 
because the latter was willing that he be relieved of 
the responsibility. 

He lauded the Mellon tax plan and said that the 
country was fortunate in having far-sighted officials 
of the type of Mellon and President Coolidge, who 
were able to foresee the requirements of the future 
and attempt to provide for them without respect to 
any political considerations. 


MR. KNOX’S ADDRESS 


President William E. Knox, of the Bowery Savings 
Bank, following a few local reminiscences of the old 
Bronx, and a few digs at The Bronx of today, paid 
high tribute to our Borough as a field for investment. 

He said that 20 per cent of the loans made by his 
bank were made on Bronx real estate and that the 
institution welcomed all the Bronx business it could 
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secure. Mr. Knox sounded a reassuring note when 
he said that, despite the oil and other alleged scan- 
dals, the country was basically sound and on a direct 
road to an era of unprecedented prosperity. 


CONGRESSMAN RAINEY’S ADDRESS 


Congressman Rainey dwelt at length on Govern- 
ment finances and traced the history of taxation from 
the days of ancient Rome. He said that the people 
would have to make up their minds that the income 
tax was a fixed part of modern Government that had 
come to stay and that no type of indirect taxation 
could be framed to meet the requirements of a Govy- 
ernment such as ours. 

However, he said, we are now carrying the “peak 
of the load,” and that the Government must lighten 
our burden, otherwise there may be grave economic 
disaster. 

In an address entitled ‘Life and Laughter,’ Max 
Stamm, the well-known humorist, poked fun at vari- 
ous officials of the Borough and the Board of Trade, 
concluding with a comic recitation entitled ‘‘A Tenth 
Avenue Boy’s Story of ‘Hamlet’.” 

Everything considered, the affair was quite the 
most enjoyable Banquet held in years—the speakers 
were of the highest class, the service of the viands 
was excellent, and there was good-fellowship a-plenty. 
The music discoursed by Walter Walsh’s Concourse 
Plaza harmonists also deserves a word of praise. 

Also the thoughtfulness of the Banquet Committee 
in its choice of a souvenir, a fine engraved ash tray 
that met with the highest approval from all present.

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE SEEKS WORK 
FOR REHABILITATED VETERANS 


An urgent request has been issued by President 
Coolidge, who is desirous of seeing the approximately 
5,000 World War yeterans who have just. completed 
their governmental training under the auspices of 
the Federal Veterans’ Bureau and are now ayail- 
able for employment in various trades, industries, 
agricultural, commercial and professional lines 
throughout the country, asking manufacturers and 
business men to add these men to their pay-rolls 
wherever possible. 

To the President’s plea for the employment of these 
ex-service men, is added that of Brigadier General 
Frank T. Hines, Director of the Veterans’ Bureau. 

All travelling expenses of the graduated soldiers to 
their new jobs will be paid by the Government and 
additional thousands of men will be available each 
month hereafter. The rehabilitated veterans that are 
available now, according to a table prepared under 
the direction of Director Hines and made public re- 
cently, are divided among the various lines of work as 
follows: 

Industries and trades—Automobile mechanics, 400 
automobile electricians, 167; cabinet makers, 104; 
carpenters, 105; draftmen, 260; electricians, 460; 
machinists and tool makers, 279; plumbers, 129; 
printers, 77; sheet metal workers, 49; showcard 
writers and sign painters, 126; typewriter repairmen, 


&5; upholsterers, 47; vuleanizers, 32. 
Agricultural—dairymen, 39; farmers, 289; florists, 
46; horticulturists, 382; poultrymen 357, 


Commercial—Accountants, 288: advertising men, 76; 
bookkeepers, 325; clerks, 191; foreign trade, 49; sales- 
men, 351. 

Professional—architects 38; chemists, 37: 
cial artists, 77; engineers, 494; 
photographers, 81.

Line’s “Bronx” Station, at 149th Street and Park 
Avenue. 


EX-JUSTICE CHARLES F. MacLEAN DIES 
IN EIGHTY-THIRD YEAR 


Hon. Charles F. MacLean, who was a Justice of 
the Supreme Court, First District, from 1889 to 1909, 
and who had previously been a Police Commissioner 
and Park Commissioner, died on March 20th at his 
home, No. 2,122 Fifth Avenue, Manhattan, in his 
eighty-third year. 

Justice MacLean was born at New Hartford, N. Y., 
was graduated from Yale in 1864, and after studying 
at the University of Berlin returned to prepare him- 
self for the bar. After he had acted for some years 
as Counselor to the Board of Police Commissioners, 


i Mayor Edward Cooper made him a Commissioner. 


Mr. MacLean held the post of Police Commissioner 
from 1888 to 1894, being Chairman of the Board for 
one year. He was Park Commissioner from 1880 to 
1883 and Health Commissioner in 1889. In Novem- 
ber, 1889, he was elected to the bench of the Supreme 
Court. 

Justice MacLean is survived by his widow, who was 
Miss Marie Mott, daughter of the late Jordan L. Mott, 
founder of the J. L. Mott Iron Works, in the section 
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of The Bronx which commemorates his name, Mott 
Haven; a brother, John, of Utica; and a nephew, 
Wallace Witherspoon, of New York City. 

Justice MacLean was much interested in The Bronx, 
and was instrumental in aiding the advancement of 
many projects of importance to this Borough, co- 
operating with The Bronx Board of Trade. 


ARTHUR BRISBANE MUCH IMPRESSED 
BY RAPID GROWTH OF THE BRONX 


Not even the amazing growth of cities in the West, 
such as Los Angeles, Seattle, or Chicago, has been 
more marvellous than the rapid development of The 
Bronx, Mr. Arthur Brisbane, editor of the Hearst 
newspapers, told the Rotary Club of The Bronx at 
a recent meeting. 

A leading factor in this rapid growth, he said, was 
the opening of the Grand Concourse. 

He predicted an even more remarkable development 
within the next few years, and told how the news- 
papers may assist in the process. 

“On coming to this new city—as it is—I feel some- 
what like Rip Van Winkle,” said Mr. Brisbane, relat- 
ing how about forty years ago, when a reporter on the 
New York “Sun,” he had often ridden across empty 
fields where the modern Bronx now stands. 

Nothing has been more remarkable, he said, than 
the rapid growth of The Bronx into a community of 
nearly a million population, with the rank of the 
country’s sixth city. He expressed admiration also for 
the beauty of the Concourse and for the foresight of 
the builders of the Concourse Plaza.

The other Officers, who, with President Duffy, were 
elected unanimously, are: Gus G. Kindervater, Vice- 
President; William A. Stumpp, Secretary; and George 
Wolf, Treasurer. Mr. Moe P. Stein was elected to 
the Directorate.

ence to Riverside Hospital, on North Brother Island, 
The Bronx, and Willard Parker Hospital. 

In a recent letter to The Bronx Board of Trade, 
Dr. Jesse G. M. Bullowa, Secretary of the Medical 
Board of Riverside Hospital, outlined prevailing con- 
ditions as follows: 

“IT am eager to enlist the help of the Board in the 
interest of the poor little children with infectious 
diseases who are taken to the Riverside and Willard 
Parker Hospitals to protect the rest of us. The plant 
and equipment have not kept pace with the medical 
practice. The rain enters all the cement buildings and 
they are not completely utilizable because there are no 
elevators. ‘’wenty-four moribund bed patients are on 
the second story of a non-fireproof building. Patients 
with infectious disease cannot be isolated from cross 
infection, but are housed in wooden buildings because 
there are no others. The fire and infection hazards 
ean be removed by the expenditure of very little 
money. 

“Public sentiment is required, and to this end the 
project needs the endorsement of interested citizens, 
who should write the members of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment.” 

The appropriation requested for Willard Parker 
Hospital is $1,627,500, and for Riverside Hospital 
$1,370,000.

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BOARD MAKES SUGGESTIONS FOR 
IMPROVED SUBWAY SERVICE 


Owing to a considerable amount of dissatisfaction 
among the residents of the East Bronx relative to the 
“rush hour” service on the Pelham Bay Park Exten- 
sion of the Lexington Avenue Subway, two through 
trains were recently added to the “rush hour” service. 

In order that there may be additional improvement, 
the Bronx Board of Trade has made the following 
recommendations as to changes in service: 

1. That some of the morning southbound express 
trains which are now shortlined at 149th Street and 
Mott Avenue, be shortlined instead at 138th Street 
and Third Avenue, to absorb part of the overcrowding 
now prevalent at 125th Street. 

2. That the Interborough have the shuttle trains 
from and to Pelham Bay Park make use of the center 
track at the Hunt’s Point Road Station, so as not 
to interfere with the operation of the other trains.

The Bronx Board of Trade is pleased to note that 
the buildings at the Johnson Iron Works are now be- 
ing dismantled for removal preliminary to the trans- 
fer of title to the United States Government, which 
will make it possible for the Government to start 
dredging operations on the new channel of the Harlem 
River at Spuyten Duyvil. 

There still remains, however, the matter of closing 
part of Spuyten Duyvil Road and the re-location of 
the roadway at the point where it is necessary to 
make this change in route. This matter is now being 
taken care of by Borough President Bruckner.

VEHICLE DRIVERS MUST NOT BREAK 
THROUGH SCHOOL FIRE DRILL LINES 


The Bronx Board of Trade recently received a com- 
munication from a teacher member calling attention 
to the breaking of fire drill lines of school children by 
drivers of vehicles, and asking if there is any Law or 
Ordinance against such activities. 

Members of the Board are advised that the propo- 
sition is covered in Chapter 12, Article 2, Subdivision 
22, of the New York City Code of Ordinances, which 
reads as follows: 

“No person shall drive a vehicle 
of any kind through a line of chil- 
dren issuing from or returning to 
a public school during a fire drill, 
nor interfere, hinder, obstruct, or 
impede in any way whatsoever, 
any such fire drill.” 

Captain John E. McGrath, of Traffic Division “C,” 
The Bronx, recommends that in cases where drivers 
break this Ordinance, if there is no policeman within 
call, that the number of the automobile, or the name 
and address printed on the vehicle, be reported to the 
Captain of the local police precinct for appropriate 
action. 

Employers of the Board are asked to bring this mat- 
ter to the attention of their drivers, instructing them 
to observe the law to the letter.
